RULES OF PRISON 
PREVENT WEDDING 


Woman Is Taken to Mil- 
ledgeville at Once on Di- 
rect Order Issued by 
Governor L.G. Hardman 


Stern prison officals late Saturday 
night punctured the budding romance 
of Eula Elrod Thompson, just saved 
from the electric chair, and her news- 
butcher ‘lover. Dan C. “Barney” Har- 
rison, of Atlanta, when they arrived 
suddenly at the Murray county jail at 
Chatsworth, briefly instructed Eula to 
collect her w aring apparel. and trans- 
ferring her from the jail to an auto 
mobile sped away for Milledgeville a 
shert time after darkness had fallen 
Saturday. 

Armed with a special commitment 
order issued by E. L. Rainey, chair- 
man of the st.te prison commission, 
Captain B. H. Dunnaway, warden of 
the state prison at Milledgeville, ac- 
companied by T. J. Denmark, chief 
clerk of the commission, left Atlanta 
early Saturday afternoon for Chats- 
worth to obtain custody of the pris 


oner. 

Under the new status of affairs 
which resulted, it was learned, from 
a direct order of Governor L. G. Hard- 
man, Eula Thompson will be in the 
official custody of the state prison 
authorities and as such must abide 
by the state prison rules. This situ- 
ation means that the efforts of “Bar- 
ney” to marr, his “life term” sweet- 
heart will be frustrated as long as 
prison officials decline to permit him 
te see her. And this is just exactly 

hat the prison officials intend to 
iadent according to information ob- 
tained at the capitol. 

Eula recently was saved from death 
in the electric chair when Governor 
Hardman commuted the death sen- 
tence to life imprisonment. She wes 
convicted of entering a conspiracy to 
kill Coleman Osborne, a merchant of 
Chatsworth. Her husband, Clifford 
Thompson, and Jim Hugh Moss also 
were convicted on this charge and the 
two men were recently electrocuted at 
Milledgeville. 

Eula’s romance with “Barney, the 
Butch” began when she was being 
transferi.d by train from Atlanta to 
Chatsworth where she was to receive 
a second sentence of death at the end 
of a 60-day respite granted by the 
governor, Bariey co -rsed with her 
on the train as she sat with depu- 
ties. He declared his love and later 
the two corresponded, more than fifty 
letters passing between them. Harri- 
son avowed his intention of marrying 
the girl and has obtained lawyers of 
Atlanta to help him in this effort.

CONDITION OF KING 
RELIEVES ENGLAND 


Although Monarch Is Re- 
ported Unchanged, 
Queen Attends Show and 
People’s Spirits Rise. 


London, November 25.—(4)—The 
condition of King George was un- 
changed at midnight. All was quiet 
at Buckingham palace. 

With professional restraint, the bul- 
letin from his physicians said simply: 
“The king has passed a quiet day. 
The condition of the lung is un- 
changed.” 

The physicians had ‘spent only half 
an hour with his majesty in contrast 
to the prolonged visit which they 
made during the earlier stages of his 
illness. 

The Duke and Duchess of York 
dined with Queen Mary tonight and 
during the evening Princess Mary ar- 
rived at the palace to keep her mother 
company for the next few days. Of- 
ficials of the royal household were con- 
fident that King George would pass 
an untroubled and restful night. 

After a restful night his majesty 

showed improvement this morning and 
maintained this improvement through- 
out the day, so much so that Queen 
Mary was able to attend a concert 
by the Royal Choiral society in Al- 
bert hall this afternoon. 
' “The king is very much better,” the 
queen said to Dame Ethel Smith, wide- 
ly known woman composer with whom 
she chatted. 

While the queen looked rather tired 
when she left Buckingham palace to 
go to the concert she did not show 
any evidence of worry. 

For the first time it was learned to- 
day that pleurisy had manifested it- 
self in the king, but this did not 
cause any additional concern since it 
was understood that pleurisy in the 
king’s type of lung congestion ws 
nothing out of the ordinary.

LON RIVERS SLAIN. 
BY UNKNOWN FOE 


Occupants of Taxicab 
Hear Shooting But As- 
sailant Escapes Before 
They Reach Scene. 


Lon D. Rivers, veteran railroad em- 
ployee and special deputy marshall of 
Fulton county, was shot down and 
almost instantly killed shortly before 
1 o’clock this morning by an unidenti- 
fied assailant, who escaped without be- 
ing seen, although the shooting ore- 
curred only a few feet from a taxicab 
occupied by two persons. 

According to stories told to county 
police by P. E. Bailey, taxi driver, of 
200 Courtland street, and C. Y. 
Brownlee, a passenger,’ of 1059 Oak 
street, they were driving along Crew 
street, near the intersection of Crum- 
ley street, when a gun blazed in the 
dark near their cab and in its flash 
they saw a man fall to the sidewalk. 

The cab had gone a_ considerable 
distance past the spot before it could 
be brought to a stop and when its oc- 
cupants ran back they found Rivers 
dying on the sidewalk but no one in 
sigh’. 

A 832-caliber revolver with the 
chambers full .f undischarged car- 
tridges was found at his side. 

Rivers was placed on the back of 
the cab and rushed to Grady hospital 
but had died before he reached there. 
Doctors feund that a bullet had 
pierced his left hand, which was badly 
burned by powder, indicating that the 
shot had. been fired from very close 
range. The bullet which caused his 
death passed Ahrough his left lung very 
near the heart, and doctors were di- 
vided in their opinions as to whether 
the bullet which pierced his hand was 
the one which went through the chest.

“It really 
iS surprising even tO me. Men whom 

had for years known as bearing 
a grudge against father came to me 
at Sparta when his arrest became 
known and assured me that they had 
changed their view of him.” 

Confident Can Raise Bond. 

Young Walker came to Atlanta aft- 
er conferring with Warren Grice, for- 
mer attorney general of Georgia, who 
has been retained as the senior Walk- 
ers counsel. He said that he was 
confident that he could raise any bond 
necessary to bring about the release 
of his father. 

Father and son had met but once 
in the 13 years of the former's ab- 
sence. Young Walker, then only 17 
years old, was serving in the United 
States navy when his father disap- 
peared in 1917. When the parent 
returned to this country from Hono- 
lulu in 1920 the son joined him and 
assisted him in- selling oil leases in 
Texas. 

“After father was arrested there 
and later released I realized that my 
duty was to mother, and I returned 
to Georgia to take care of her,” John 
D., Jr., said. “I am going to con- 
tinue to do so, and to help father all 
I can.” 

John D. Walker. once the banking 
genius of centra] Georgia, early Sat- 
urday night was being rushed back to 
his native section to answer a federal 
indictment charging embezzlement, 
srowing out of the financial devasta- 
tion of that area where, through the 
failure of 107 banks following his sud- 
den disappearance 13 years ago, Walk- 
er becanie known as the “master bank 
wrecker.” 

Still under the guard of United 


States deputy marshals from New’ 


York, where he was arrested last Sun- 
day, Walker, former state senator and 
lay leader of the North Georgia Meth- 
odist conference, left Atlanta late Sat- 
urday afternoon after a day's stop- 
over. He reached Macon shortly be- 
fore 8 o'clock Saturday night, when 
he was turned over to federal officials 
of the south Georgia district, who will 
take him to Savannah, where the in- 
dictment against him is pending. 

Walker, reiterating that he was 
“vlad to get back and clear the fam- 
ily name,” declared that he was pre- 
pared to fight the charges against 
him, and again indicated that he 
would “burst a bomb” when he told 
his story. He continued to deny any 
connection with the wrecking of the 
banks of which he was the nominal 
head. ; 

“Certain political ‘friends’ were the 
cause of my disgrace,” Walker said 
before departing from Atlanta. “At 
the proper time I shall name them and 
I shall be able to clear myself and 
place the blame on the shoulders of 
the men who should bear it. I have 
been the goat for 11 yeera and now | 
am going to do some real tutting 
myself.” 

Walker announced that he would i:- 
sue a statement after conferring with 
his counsel. Warren Grice, of Ma- 
con, a former attorney general of 
Georgia. He said that he had ex- 
pected Mr. Grice to meet him in At- 
lanta but had been informed over the

“would have a million dollars had the 
state of Georgia let me alone.” He 
was referring to a requisition made for 
him on the governor of Texas by Gov- 
ernor Thomas W. Hardwick, of Geor- 
gia, in 1921, seeking an extradition 
which never was accomplished but 
which resulted in Walker's changing 
his name and departing for the north.

J.D. WALKER RETURNS 
TO MIDDLE GEORGIA. 

Macon, Ga., November 24.—(4)— 
Haggard and worn, and despondent, 
John D. Walker, former president of 
more than 100 state banks, trustee 
of Wesleyan college, state senator, 
‘and prominent churchman, early to- 
‘night retarned to middle Georgia, his 
‘native soil, to vindicate his own name, 
and the name of a Jong chain of proemi- 
hen family connections, he said. 

In the custody of New York fed- 
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eral officers Walker was brought here 
at 6:20 o'clock, just following dusk 
and delivered into the hands of United 
States Marshal George B. McLeod, of 
the southern district of Georgia, in 
whose hands was a warrant accusing 
him of embezzlement in connection 
with the alleged misappropriation of, 
$9,000 worth of municipal sinking 
fund bonds. The bonds had been 
on deposit in the leading bank of 
Walker's chain, at Sparta, Ga., where 
Walker himself was-.chairman of the 
bond commission, and mayor of the 
city. The parent bank was the first 
National of Sparta. 

“Is Mr. Me in?” came a voice 
as four men made their entrance into 
the marshal’s office here. 

McLeod in Charge. 

Mr. McLeod was there and had been 
there, waiting, for several hours. The 
southern district marshal, from Sa- 
vannah, came to Macon early Friday 
morning to await results. He intro- 
duced himself to the visiting officials, 
and without formalities, took ‘the 
prisoner in charge. The New York 
officers tarried only about five min- 


utes. 

“Well, here I am, back in my na- 
tive community, and you may ask 
the officers if I have given them the 
slightest trouble,” remarked Walker. 

Arrested in New York November 
19 with 65 cents in his pocket, Waik- 
er said that he possessed nothing but 
his own honesty, and “I am _ back 
to win,” he added. 

United States Marshal McLeod went 
to a popular cafe, where they had 
supper. They planned to board the 
train for Savannah, leaving here at 
2:10 o'clock tomorrow morning. 

“It’s good to be back home again, 
among Georgians, and among friends. 
You don’t know how good I feel,” 
Walker said. 

“I’ve been through hell and high wa- 
ter during 11 years, and l’m 57 years 
old, but I’ve got as much fight ip me 
as Gene Tunney, but not the same 
kind.’’ He forced a smile as he in- 
voked that slight bit of humor into 
the conversation. 

Walker was talkative. He referred 
often to his wife and children in New 
York and to their “affection and 
loyalty” toward him. He referred to 
the wife he left behind with a mere, 
“Ah, I divorced her 11 years ago.” 

Whlker said he was ready to come 
when he was arrested in New York. 

“It’s no life at all when you are 
not able to take your wife into a res- 
taurant, or a hotel, or a public place, 
without expecting at every minute 
that some fellow might put his hand 
on your shoulder and say, ‘Let’s go.’ ” 

He said his life in New York had 
just begun. 

“IT had a good position and I had 
a home, and I had my wife and chil- 
dren, One morning I was leaving home, 
walking down the street and noticed 
an automobile standing beside the 
curb. The rear of the car was turned 
toward me. I didn’t notice anything 
unusual about that, so I walked on. 
Il was going under the name of Wynn. 
Just as I passed the automobile I 


heard a very pleasant voice say: 
“*Mr. Walker,’ and I instinctively 


looked around. I went up to the car |

POSTPONED BY COURT 


Legislative Committee Seeks 
To Cite Democrat Leader 
as Prisoner. 


Jersey City, N. J., November 24.— 
(P)—The attempt of representatives 
of the Case legislative committee to 
set aside a writ of habeas corpus and 
bring Mayor Frank Hague as a pris 
oner before the bar of the legislature 
for trial on a charge of contempt, was 
postponed late today until next week 
after hours of wrangling over the tech- 
vicalities of legislature procedure. 


Hague, eastern vice chairman of the 
national democratic committee and 
leader of his party's forces in New 
Jersey, was arrested Thursday and 
released ten minutes later in bail of 
$1,000 on the writ of habeas corpus. 
He was held in contentpt for refusing 
to honor a subpoena calling on him 
to testify before the Case commission 
on the eve of the recent general elec- 
tion. The body is investigating 
charges of slush funds and other po- 
litical corruption in Hudson county, 
the seat of his leadership. 

Today's hearing was before Vice 
Chancellor John J. Fallon, who ad- 
journed court until Tuesday morning, 
which is one day after Hague was tu 
have appeared before the legislature 
for trial. 


When adjournment was taken, 
Russell BE. Watson, counsel to the 
Case commission, expressed himself as 
“quite sure right now that the court’s 
decision would be academic.” He 
pleaded that the litigation be expe- 
dited, so that the losing side might 
get its appeal through before January 
8S, one of the last days of life allotted 
the 1928 legislature. 

The incoming legislature could con- 
tinue the action against Hague, but 
only through the long process of en- 
actment of legislation, and parliamen- 
tarians questioned whether one body 
could take up the litigation of an- 
other already dead. 

Thomas L. Hanson, speaker of the 
house of assembly, was subpoenaed 
to explain the absence of his seal on 
the warrant on which Hague was ar- 
rested, but argument took up so much 
of the day that there was no time for 
his testimony. Watson said he was

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For Autos Made 
Of Pure Carbon 


BY HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE, 
Associated Press Science Editor. 
Pittsburgh, November 24.—(#)—In- 

vention of a new automobile fuel of 
dry powder named carbonal phine, 
promised by its inventor to simplify 
auto engine construction and partially 
to usurp steam power, was announced 


in a paper presented to the interna- 
tional conference on bituminous coal 
at the Carnegie Institute of Technol- 
ogy today. 

‘he author was Dr. Jacobus G. 
Aarts, director of the Privaat Insti- 
tut Voor Technologie, en, The 
N.therlands. He did not attend the 
congress and his paper was read by 
Karl L. Kithil, of Denver. 

Aarts said his fuel is pure active 
carbon, a product resembling fine 
‘graphite, and that it can be mixed 
with oil or pulverized coal to make 
motor fuel. He said his institut is 
building a special motor for the fuel 
and “hopes to have it running in 
three months, carbonal phine being 
used, both liquid and dry.” 

His process of manufacture is 
changing coal into carbon dioxide, the 
latter into carbon monoxide, and this 
into carbonal phine and carbon diox- 
ide. The final carbon dioxide would 
be used again in the next batch of coal 
to make more carbonal phine. For 
the fuel he claimed “the finest gtruc- 
ture imaginable, low combustion point, 
and veiy great lubrication power.” 

“The stuff,” he said, “ean be used 
in liquid, plastic or solid form. One 


mran mix it either with heavy oils or 


with ash-free carbon (coal). For a 
fast-running motor a higher content 
of the medium will be desirable, while 
a slower-running motor can do with 
a lower percentage. 

“It is clear that with such a 
changed fuel, the motor may be much 
simplified and altered. The two- 
stroke form, without valves, clutches, 
carburetor, fuel pump or magneto is 
now possible and suitable. 

“By this system practically every 
country can produce its own fuel for 
motors, from its own natural raw. ma- 
terials. The motor can now also pene- 
trate into the tremendously extensive 
domain which is at present occupied 
by steam power.”

It was explained that the Ewing-

other pieces of unfinished business 
from last session also have been given 
preferred status, including the house 
bill restricting interstate shipments 
of convict labor goods and the Jones 
measure to increase penalties for pro- 
hibition law violations. 

Mr. Coolidge was assured that there 
was likelihood of forestalling another 
weary filibuster against the Boulder 
canyon dam bill. However, none of 
the leaders in this fight were at the 
conference. Senator Johnson, of Cali- 
fornia, the author, is out of the city. 
Intimations were made that there was 
a possibility of a subtsitute bill be- 
ing brought forward as a result of 
the report of the engineers named to 
inspect the project under the Pittman 
resolution, 

The republicans seemed confident 
that the $274.000,000 naval econstruc- 
tion bill could be brought up for a 
vote as soon as these bills on the pre- 
ferred list of last session are disposed 
of. And they believed these meas- 
ures, while controversial, could be dis- 
posed of. 

It is the belief that the naval con- 
struction bill, already passed by the 
house and reported out by the sen- 
ate naval committee, will come up 
before the..senate takes up the Kel- 
logg treaty.

Primary Good of Trip Will 
~ Be Stoppage of Empire 
Rumors.

» New York, November 24.—Probably 
the first thought in the mind of the 
average American on reading of Mr. 
Hoover's projected trip to Central and 
South America was one of vague envy: 
a wish that he, too, might be among 
the lucky few who will compose the 
tyland’s expedition of good-will. 
As of today, Americans are mainly 
an industrialized people, living in 
crowded cities, passing their daylight 
hours within the walls of giant fac- 
tories or office buildings, and in the 
evening getting their romance, vica- 
riously, from watching flickering shad- 
ows on a silver screen. 
When Americans Travel. 
hen. average Americans travel 
about, even from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, they find sameness everywhere. 
They find the same kind of. asphalt 
Streets congested with the same kind 
of automobiles, driven by the same 
kind of people. Buildings everywhere 
are more or less of the same type of 
architecture—a skyscraper, is a sky-

same kind of automobile in Omaha 
as in Pittsburgh, and the same kind 
of man, wearing the same kind of 
clothes, eating the same kind of food, 
swallowing the same kind of drinks 
at the same kind of soda fountain. 

But indelibly impressed on the brain 
cells of the average American is the 
inherited recollection of a time when 
the United States had not become ur- 
banized or standardized, a time— 
still within the memory of living men 
—when meat for the table was se 
cured with a rifle and not by a trip 
to the butchers; a time when a citi- 
zen of Philadelphia, for example, 
could be distinguished from a citizen 
of New York, or Boston, or Virginia, 
by the cut of his garments, by his 
aceent and choice of words, and by 
his distinctive outlook on life. 

The industrialization of our people 
and our concentration in cities have 
brought us prosperity, comfort, se- 
curity, freedom from attack by sav- 
ages and wild beasts and other bless- 
ings; but they have left us with a 
vague hankering for the sights and 
smells and experiences of an era when 
perhaps the average span of human 
life was a decade less than it is to- 
day; but when that shorter life has 
lived, after the Roosevelt fashion, 
“with a dash of brandy.” 

Because of our vague disquiet, our 
satiation with the orderliness fnd uni- 
formity of things as they are, our in- 
choate longing for the best things of 
our past, Americans’ generally have 
a kindly and even envious feeling for 
the peoples living between tlie Rio 
Grande and Cape Horn. We like to 
read about them and see them in mo- 
tion pictures—though the Latin Amer- 
ican seen in many motion pictures is 
pretty different from the flesh and 
blood South American whom Mr. Hoo- 
ver and his party will have the good 
fortune to see in the flesh. No small 
part of the charm which made an 
immensely popular “best seller’ of 
Thornton Wilder's “The Bridge of 
San Luis Rey,” was its faithful pic- 
turing of a South American civiliza- 
tion completely alien to the civiliza- 
tion of radios and gasoline and alarm 
clocks of our country today. 

In Mexico and Central America one 
finds the barefooted peon clinging so 
tenaciously to his pulque and mescal 
that not in a hundred years could 
the Anti-Saloen league separate him 
from them. In the highlands of 
Peru and Bolivia still live the de- 
scendants of the once most civilized 
race of America, the Incas, who have 
not yet assimilated the civilization of 
the sixteenth century Spanish con- 
quistadores. In the jungles of the 
upper Amazon live aborigines who 
have never yet seen the face of a 
white man. And at the other ex- 
treme, on the boulevards of Buenos 
Ayres, one sees women dressed in ad- 
vance of the Paris modes. 

Port Is Needed. 

What Latin America really needs, 
more thar it needs typewriters and 
adding machines and locomotives of 
the rest of the world, is a poet who 
can set its place-names and folkways 
to music, after the enchanting manner 
of Kipling in “On the Road to Man- 
jdalay” and “Gungha Dhin.” A _ sug- 
gestion of the music of these Latin 
American place-names may be got 
from the following “geography chant,” 
the quaint device which was used by 
American school teachers of 50 years 
ago to impart geography to their pu- 
pils. A few, very few, old men and 
women will remember this: 

The mountains are before us, 
Their snowy tops rise o'er us. 
And now in lively chorus 
With Andes we'll commence. 
Illimani next in order 

Stands upon Bolivia’s border, 
T.ike a bold, gigantic warder 
Then Sorata’s heights ascend. 
Cotopaxi next we mention, 
Give Pichincha some attention, 
And, with a steep ascension, 
With Chimborazo end. 


present journev to Latin America one 
must go back 22 vears to the trip Sec- 
retary of State Elihu Root made on 
the cruiser Charleston in 1906, to 
Brazil and several other South Ameri- 
can repnblics. 

Secretary Root’s trip, like that of 
Mr. Hoover. had as its primary pur- 
pose the fostering of relations of cor- 
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|diality and mutual trust between the 
| United States and our sister repub- 
ilies of the Western Hemisphere. Mr. 
| Root’s tender of the loving cup was 
sensationally successful—so much so 
‘that hardly a newspaper in jealous 
| Europe could dissimulate its feelings 
i sufficiently to appland it. Mr. Root 
| was tremendously effective in coun- 
'teractinge the conviction, then tronu- 
‘bling all Latin American, that our 
'essay into imperialism, which came as 
‘a result of the Spanish-American war. 
‘would not end with ownership of 
| Porto Rico and a sfrin fog a canal 
'ncross Panama. Nevertheless, our ad- 
i ventures into imperialism did end, and 
today there is no trait of the average 
'American temperament more certain 
than our wish that America should 
acquire no more territory anywhere. 
Of this policy, Mr. Root in his 1906 
trip, largely convince] Latin Amer- 
ica. 

Mr. Root, now 83 years old, is 
probably the ablest living American 
of his generation. It is safe to say of 
him that he has performed greater 
services for his country than any other 
living man. He was secretary of state, 
secretary of war, United States sen- 
ator. Never was a single hour of his 
nublie enreer mere perfunctory office- 
holding. Always he bronght to the 
offices he held vision. energy. high 
purpose, construetive achievement. 

And of all Mr. Root’s services to 
America, it is a fair judgment that 
the greatest was his trip to South 
America in 1906, the trip that Mr. 
Hoover is now starting to duplicate. 

Root’s Famous Speech. 

At Rio de Janeiro on July 27, 1906, 
Secretary Root told the delegates to 
the Pan-American conference: 

“We wish no victories but those of 
peace, no.territory except our own, 
and no sovereignty except sovereignty 
over ourselves, which we deem inde- 
pendence. .. . We neither claim nor 
desire rights, privileges or powers we 
do not freely concede to every Ameri- 
can republic.” 

That was an explicit, candid and 
honest expression of the attitude to- 
ward Latin America not only of the 
American government, but also of the 


American people, It was a true state-

At the time it was rightly regarded 
as the most important pronouncement 
dealing with inter-American relations 
since President Monroe enunciated the 
famous doctrine which bears his name. 

Latin America liked it and liked 
Mr. Root. And Mr. Root liked Latin 
America. At a dinner in his honor 
at Montevideo, Uruguay, he captured 
the hearts of his hearers and enhanc- 
ed his reputation as a diplomat, with 
the light gracefulness that accompan- 
ied his high and solid ability, by say- 
ing that he greatly admired the beau- 
ty of Uruguayan women, and that 
there were moments when he would 
like to discontinue his voyage and re- 
main forever in that city. 


Still Fear United States. 


But the suspicions of us, the vis- 
ualizing of us as the great threat- 
ening “colossus of the north,” which 
Mr. Root did so much to allay in 1906, 
still exist, though in a somewhat al- 
tered form. Doubtless they will con- 
tinue to exist as long as the United 
States maintains its position of over- 
towering military and financial do- 
minance in this hemisphere. Such 
suspicion is natural and inevitable. 


For the precedent to Mr. Hoover’s | 


It is the price we pay for the mere 
fact of our bigness, no matter how 
certain we ourselves are that we will 
never use our power to the disadvan- 
tage of a neighbor. 

These suspicions have been nurtur- 
ed in the past and will continue to 
be nurtured in the future, by repre- 
sentatives of Eurepean business in- 
terests, who are competing with Amer- 
ican business men for .the Latin 
American trade. Nationals of every 
great nation in Europe have united 
to make common cause against us in 
Latin America, apparently on the 
theory that we, as their most danger- 
ous competitor, should be eliminated 
first. Investigation would probably 
reveal that no small part of the ap- 
prehension felt toward us by Latin 
America has its origin in the propa- 
ganda of our commercial competitors. 
Mr. Hoover's decision to visit Latin 
America, arrived at so soon after his 
election, is evidence that he realizes 
that not the least important of the 
problems facing his administration 
will be to convince the people south 
of the Rio Grande that the United 
States is not the thing it had been 
pictured by our trade rivals. 

Many Changes Have Occurred. 

Only 22 years—less than half an 
average lifetime—have passed since 
Secretary Root’s speech at Rio de 
Janeiro, yet this period has seen 
changes which completely alter the 
basis of our relations with the Latin 
American republics. As recently as 
1906, the editor of “World’s Work.” 
in commenting on Mr. Root’s speech, 
could say that “our South American 
trade is yet a pitifully sma.i item in 
our mounting foreign commerce.” 

That is no longer true. Whereas, 


in 1906 the value of our exports to 
South America-—not including Mex- 
ico, the West Indies, or Central 
America—was but $75,000,000; in 
1927 it was $452,000,000. That is 
a fivefold increase, compared with an 
increase of but 90 per cent in the 
value of our exports to Europe. To- 
day, the island of Cuba alone buys 
more from us than «oes any other 
nation excepting only France, Ger- 
many and Great Britain, though Cuba 
has only about one-fortieth of the 
population of those nations. There 


have been recent years, when the price 
of sugar was high, when Cuba has 
bought more from us than any coun- 
try except Great Britain, Mexico and 
Argentina are also good customers of 
ours and they sell to us products to 
the value of hundreds of millions a 


year. 

In the light of what has ta'ren place 
in the world in the last 22 years, the 
comment made by the ediitor of 


World’s Work on our “nitifully small’ 


trade with South America in 1906, is 
interesting: 

“The explanation of its smallness 
and of its slow growth is—its small-| 
ness, There are not yet enough peo- 
ple in South America who buy foreign 
wares, to compel us to give especial 
attention to their market, so long as 
we find much larger and much more 
profitable markets in Europe—in the 
United Kingdom, in Germany and in 
France. The further advanced a peo- 
ple are in their needs and tastes and 
wealth, the better buyers they are of 
American products, 

“The time will come and it ought 
to come soon, when we shall make both 
a more intelligent and a more diligent 
effort to build up our trade with South 


America. , , . When the population 
is large enough and their wants such 
as our manufacturers can best supply, 
our trade chance will become greater. 
But, in the meantime, European pev- 
ples will continue to build up trade in 
that continent faster than we will. 
South America still awaits our culti- 
vation, as it has for generations, and 
the trade relations betweegp the two 
Americas will become gradually more 
important. But no sudden increase is 
to be expected.” 

That was in 1906—the words of the 
editor of the World’s Work comment- 
ing on Mr. Root’s trin. oday, 22 
years later, every progressive Ameri- 
can business man knows that “our

Extension of the Community Chest 
campaign through Monday was an- 
nounced Saturday night at headquar- 
ters following a statement that the 
Chest was more than $150,00 short of 
its needed budget. The entire force 
of more than 1,000 workers will make 
an additional canvass of the city in 
search of citizens who have not made 
their donations. 

“We have less than 8,000 subscrip- 
tions to the 1929 fund,”’ Henry C, 
fleinz, general chairman, stated. “We 
know that more than that many per- 
sons are convinced of the necessity 
of supporting the Community Chest. 
The task now is to approach these 
citizens and obtain their pledges. 


Fewest Subscribers. 


This is by far the smallest number 
of subscribers any Community Chest 
fund has ever obtained. The first 
compaign brought contributions from 
30,000 persons and last year al- 
most 18,000 subscribed. The scatter- 
ed response to the appeal this year 
has been a great disappointment to 
officials of the charitable organiza- 
tions. : 

“The 39 welfare agencies operating 
under the Community Chest are do- 
ing a wonderful and a _ necessary 
work,” H. M. Atkinson, president, de- 
clared. “Without these agencies’ op- 
erating at their fullest efficiency At- 
lanta is bound to suffer from a larger 
problem of poverty and disease. This 
is a matter to concern everyone liv- 
ing here. The Chest must not be 
permitted to fail. We owe it to our 
great city to keep the Chest alive.” 


Efforts of Reorganization. 

Explanning the effects of the reor- 
ganization and broadening of the Com- 
munity Chest, Roy LeCraw, co-chair- 
man, stated that six years ago there 
were 25 agencies operating indepen- 
dently in Atlanta, each conducting its 
own annual campaign for funds and 
dispensing them in its own way. 

“There was little efficient coopera- 
tion among these organizations. Many 
instances were reported were families 
were receiving aid from several agen- 
cies at the same time. Most import- 
ant of all, for every dollar taken in 
fifty cents went for the costs of these 
individual campaigns. Today the 
Community Chest does all this witb 
one campaign and at a total cost, ad- 
ministration and all, of less than 8 
per cent. All this with the elimina- 
tion of the separate drives.” 

Workers Not Discouraged. 

The workers, giving freely of their 
time last week, are not discouraged 
if one is to credit statements of team 
leaders. 

“Atlanta people are not realizing 
the tremendous risk they run in let- 
ting this fund drop below. the mini- 
mum needed,” Colonel Fred Jordan 
declared. “Without the chest we 
would be in a perilous situation as 
regards our poor and our needy. With- 
out this fund of $480,000 we shall be 
unable to operate the chest as it should 
be operated. There will be suffering 
next year, suffering which men and 


women of Atlanta who have not sub-} 


scribed must lay at their own doors.” 

The fund raised to date is $322.,- 
617. The quota is $480,000, and the 
shortage, which is to be raised Mon- 
day, is $157,383. 

Colored Division Confident. 

The colored division of the Com- 
munity Chest with $3,339 already 
raised expects to go over its quota of 
$5,000 Monday night when a mass 
meeting will be held at the Y. M. C. 
A. Of the sum already raised $743 
is in cash and the rest in pledges. 

All colored residents of Atlanta are 
invited to attend this meeting at which 
time a final distribution of trophies 
for the most successful solicitors will 
be made, ' 

Officials of this division include A. 
T. Walden, general chairman; Forres- 
ter B. Washington, executive secre- 
tarv; J. W. Crawford and J. C. Ar- 
nold. These men comprise the organ- 
ization which was held over from last 
year because of its efficient 
among their own people. 

A house-to-house canvass was or- 
ganized and is expected to bring in at 
least $2,000 more when the final meet- 
ing is held Monday night.

U. S. Marshal 
Foils Escape 
Of Prisoner 


Dashing From Trolley, True- 
blood Cornered in Vacant 
House and Wounded. 


If the elusive Leroy W. Trueblood 
had known George Henderson, United 
States deputy marshal, of New Or- 
leans, was a 10-second man and a 
good shot, the former probably would 
have saved himself some embarrass- 
ment about noon Saturday. 

Trueblood was being escorted to his 
uew hotel, the Atlanta federal prison, 
and was sitting in a trolley car bound 
for the institution, when the situation 
arose—and solely through his own 
choosing. 

The convict, who escaped June JO 
from a government boat at Neil’; is- 
land, where he had been sent up for 
15 months because he represented hin- 
self as a government official, decided 
to do another piece of legerdemain and 
vanish again just before the gray iron 
gates of the Atlanta pen clanged shut 
behind him. 

In' some way he loosed the handcaffs 
from about his wrists and dashed from 
the moving car to what he thought 
would be liberty. Henderson literally 
ploughed through the crowded car 
after him, and chased him into a resi- 
dence on Pryor street. 

Trueblood, cornered, showed fight, 
and Henderson whipped out his. six- 
shooter, and plugged his man in the 
leg. It was only a flesh wound, but 
it had the desired effect. The prisoner 
surrendered, and was resting in the 
penitentiary Saturday night, safely 
housed with about 3,200 others. 

The man was sent up to McNeil 
island on November 12, 1927, follow- 
ing his conviction. As a result of his 
eel-like personality, he will lose all his 
good time, and be forced fo complete 
the 15 months in the local institution, 

H: was captyred at New Orleans 
and was en route to the Atlanta pen 
from that place when his second at- 
tempt to escape was foiled by the 
rapid fire of the officer.

Chairman of Council Fi- 
nance Committee Says 
Growth of Atlanta De- 
pends on Action.

Declaring: that™a tax increase. to 
meet demands for publie improvements 
because of the phenomenal growth and 
prosperity of Atlanta is inevitable. and 
contending that establishment of the 
commission of leading business men in 
Atlanta to cooperate with the present 
city government in obtaining an even 
more efficient and economica] admin- 
istration of the city’s revenue would 
be of great benefit and acquaint citi- 
zens generally with local governmental 
problems, Councilman Wiley L. Moore, 
of the seventh ward and chairman of 
the finance ‘committee of city council, 
Saturday urged appointment of such 
a committee. 

Councilman Moore is the author of 
a resolution adopted unanimously 
Thursday night at a meeting of about 
500 leading business and professional 
men and ciyic workers calling on 
Mayor I. N. Ragsdale’to name such 
a commission. The resolution climaxed 
an address by William J. Casey, vice 
chairman of a similar commission at 
Baltimore and president of the Conti- 
nental Trust company, of Baltimore. 

Show Big Savings. 

Mr. Casey showed how the commis- 
sion by consolidation and revision of 
departments of the city government 
ha: effected a-saving of approxi- 
mately $500,000 annually and reduced 
taxes from $2.97 on the $100 in 1928 
to $2.39 in 1928. | 

“If Baltimore with its modern busi- 

ness methods of administration is un- 
ble to operate the city government of 
that city on less than $2:39.a $100, 
it is a foregone conclusion that At- 
lanta cannot continue’to keep abreast 
the growth of this city .with a. tax 
rate of $1.50 with an assessment 
on 70 per cent of the value of the 
property,” Mr. Moore said, 
_“Our schools are asking an addi- 
tional $729,000 in revenue for 1929 
over that allocated for school pur- 
poses this year.

nel. Later the commission indicated 
that it would approve KGO’s standing

Mr. Thomson said his company had 
sustained some heavy losses 
1928 and would not ‘ssue insurance on | 
peach crop in 1929 in Georgia or in| 
any other southern states. 

Outlining conditions of 1928 Mr. 
Thomson said: 

“The crop got off to a good start, 
and there was no frost- damage in 
either the Carolinas or Georgia. How- 
ever, the season was unusually late 
and excessively rainy. As a direct re- 
sult of this unseasonable weather, 
peaches were of a poor eating quality 
and were yery badly infested with dis-| 
ease and insects. The curculio ran 
riot, particularly over the north half 
of the Georgia belt, and at least 7,500 
cars of peaches were abandoned in 
Georgia due to brown rot and cur- 
culio, 

“In the case of North and South 
Carolina, the curculio was kept under 
control. Bacteriosis in those state~ 
however, was unquestionably more se- 


of the commercial peach growing in- 
dustry. It is not an overstatement’ 
to say that fully 60 per cent of the 
fruit in these two states was affected 
more.or less seriously with bacteric- 
sis. I wonld estimate that 30 to 46 
per cent of the crop was not shipped. 

“As you are aware, the fruit which 
did move brought on the whole ruin-| 
ous prices, I do not believe that the 
fruit in Georgia that was loaded in 
cars and shipped_averaged the growers 
over 50c a crate or bushel and this 
season it cost in most instances more 
than 5O0e a crate to pick, grade and 
pack it.”

the story of Jake Bird, negro, who 
i'was rushed to the prison yesterday 
as a suspect in the hatchet slayings 
‘of three Omaha persons and the 
, brutal attacks on two others. 
| Henry Beal, Douglas county attor- 
iney, announced after a lengthy state- 
ment had been taken from Bird, that 
Mrs, Harold Stribling had recognized 
two pictures of Bird today. Yester- 


duy she scréamed, “That's the man,” 
when the suspect was taken before her 
in a hospital. Mrs. Stribling and her 
husband were the fiend’s last victims. 

“Mrs. Stribling said today Bird did 
not exactly fit the description of the 
man and wants to see him again,” the 
county attorney declared. “When we 
showed her the pictures she said, 
‘That's the same man you had here 
yesterday.’ 

Beal Said Bird had stuck to the 
same story in his statement and that 
no new clues were uncovered as a’ 
result of the questioning. 

Bird will be taken before Mrs. 
Stribling again next week, the coun- 
ty attorney added. In the meantime, 
statements of where he was at the 
time of the attacks will be checked 
and finger and palm prints of his 
compared with those found in the 
Stribling home. 

Bird has expressed a desire to ap- 
pear before the woman ‘“‘to prove she's 
wrong,” Beal said. When told that 
footprints of a man wearing rubbers 
were found under the Stribling bed- 
room window sill, he stated he did 
not have a pair of rubbers. He also 
stated he was not a drug addict.

CROP WORTH MORE 
THAN COST OF STATE 


November 24.—Last 
in Florida was 


Tampa, Fla., 


years citrus crop 
worth $50,000,000, or ten times the 


cost of the state when it was pur- 
chased from Spain. In addition. offi- 
cial estimates show about $200,000,000 
invested in groves and $9,006,000 more 
in packing houses. 

The citrus industry had its incep- 
tion 800 years aguv in the “Holy 
Lands.” Records of horticulturists 
show that as early as the twelfth cen- 
tury oranges were known 40 inhabit- 
ants of the Near East, although the 
fruit ‘was not under cultivation. The 
first groves were set out in the shad- 


ows of the Himalaya mountains. From 
there the culture of citrus fruits was 


carried to Spain, Italy and other 
southern European countries where 
the trees flourished. Near Madrid, 
Spain, there is an orange tree which 
records show ‘is 633 years old, Many 
groves are 400 years old. 

From Europe the orange traveled 
to the Azores, thence to the West 
Indies, and finally to Florida. There 
is no exact record of. its migration to 
America, but it is believed to have 
reached St. Augustine, Fla.. about 
1565. For 250 years little effort was 


made in this country to develop the 
product. 

First available records of the num- 
ber of oranges in this state ore 
of a 1,260, crop in 1886. The 
yield continued to increase until the 
“big freeze” of when nearly all 
the trees were as far down as 
the earth’s surface. Reckeast was ef- 
fected, and this year’s tétal oranges, 
tangerines. and efruit reached ap- 
proximately 000 boxes.

In a speech in the executive offices of 
the white house today, William For-

Tech Outstanding. 


The defeat of Carnegie Tech today 
leaves Georgia Tech the outstanding 
major eleven in the country. The 
famous Golden Tornado of Atlanta, 
Ga., has swept aside every team on 
its 1928 schedule, including the Irish 
of Notre Dame, ‘and now stands on 
the top rung of the nation’s football 
ladder. 

In the middle west Illinois dropped 
Ohio State, 8 to 0, while Minnesota 
was trouncing Wisconsin, 6 to 0, The 
latter defeat ousted Wisconsin from 
the top rung of the Big Ten and en- 
abled the Illini to claim a clean-cut 
championship. Both teams have lost 
one game but Wisconsin also has a 
tie to mar its record. 

Harvard literally ran wild against 
Yale at New Haven and the 17-to-0 
victory achieved was the first the 
Crimson has celebrated ‘in five years.

“lt is very disconcerting, to put it mildly, to note the lame 
excuses advanced by the leading exponents of the cauliflower 
industry in their desperate efforts to avoid meeting the youthful 
southerner. Take, for example, the recent sidestepping perform- 
ance staged by Mister Napoleon Jack Dorval, whose alleged dis- 
ability, according to press reports, was a sprained elbow, whereas, 
if the plain truth had been admitted this was merely an attack 
of advanced cold-feetitis. 


“Mr. Dorval used excellent judgment, however, and his sub- 
stitute, Mr. Andrew Mitchell, known as ‘Andy’ by his classmates, 
was Jater banned by the cauliflower experts. It subsequently de- 
veloped that Mr. Mitchell himself had previously earned a de- 
cision over Dorval. However, Mr. Dorval’s worst enemies are 
not prepared to admit that he is quite that bad. 


“Suggestions are pouring in from the outlying precincts that 
a meeting be staged between Dempsey and Stribling, it being al- 


leged that this would be the proper solution of the entire vexing 
problem. 


“In the writer's humble opinion, such a meeting would prove 
nothing at all, and the result, if any, would very likely be dis- 
astrous, even appalling. 


“Jack Dempsey today is the popular idol of nearly all red- 
blooded boxing fans, his two defeats at the hands of Gene Tun- 
ney to the contrary notwithstanding. Stribling, with his present 
strength and superb physical condition, could and probably would 
knock Dempsey out in a few rounds, the net result of which would 
be loss of prestige by Mr. Dempsey for all time, and this, cou- 
pled with his previous defeats by Tunney, questionable though 
they were, would, as stated, be nothing short of a disaster. In 
other words, he has nothing to gain but a few paltry dollars, and 
everything to lose. 


“On the other and remaining hand a defeat of Stribling by 
Dempsey would be just as disastrous, or more so, as it would re- 
sult in the elimination of Stribling for at least a year, probably 
forever. Mr. Dempsey himself admits that when he once socks 
them that they stay socked. 


“Tom Heeney, the crushed rock from down under, stated 
upon his return to America the other day that he was consumed 
uith a desire to meet Mr. Dempsey, but his reputation as a truth 
teller dropped below par immediately, it being the genegal im- 
pression that the contemplated meeting was to have been ‘staged 
in a squared circle. 


“It now develops that the press reports of the alleged con- 
fession were slightly erroneous, as Mr. Heeney, or rather Mrs. 
Heeney, has made up his mind, if any, that he shall go into some 
less hazardous and more profitable occupation, same not having, 
as yet, been disclosed. ee “L. M. JOHNSON.”

‘to surround these football warriors. 

For 30 years, either Auburn or 
Tech has dominated southern football 
or held a commanding position. Both 
were among the pioneers of the game 
in Dixie and their own rivalry began 
with the game. That was in 1892, 

Auburn Ruled Roost. 

Auburn was the master of the situa- 
tion from that date until 1914, not 
only trouncing the Golden Tornado 
with regularity but also sweeping the 
south many of the years. 

The Plainsmen started with Mike 
Donahue among its earliest coaches. 
Mike came down to Auburn early in 
the twentieth century, fresh from a 
quarterback vareer at Yale, and for 
19 years he coached Auburn and the 
Plainsmen usually either ruled the 
roost or were a constant nemesis to 
ambitious elevens. 

Then came 1915. 
first game of history from the Ala- 
bamians,, trouncing Auburn, 7 to 0, 
after having suffered an even dozen 
defeats at their hands. ‘That marked 
the change of cycle. 

John Heisman’s Tech team reached 
its height and in 1917, a gteat At- 
lanta eleven, boasting Strumper, 
Guyon, Flowers, Phillips, Fincher and 
others, slaughtered Auburn with a 
vengeance to partly atone for the 96 
to 0 defeat Auburn had administered 
their institution in 1894. The score 
in 1917 was Tech 58, Auburn 7. 

After Heisman came Coach Bill 
Alexander, who had served as assist- 
ant to him for several seasons and 
who only a few years before had 
served on the Tech squad. Coach 
Alexander took over the reins in 1920. 
Many Famous Stars. 
Donahue leaving Auburn a 
the Plainsmen secured 
‘Dave Morey from the east, after 
Coach Boozer Pitts, now assistant 
coach, had served temporarily until 
the Middlebury college coach was en- 
gaged. This year, Coach George Boh- 
ler, coach of the undefeated Missis- 
sippi college team in 1927, is head of 
Auburn athletics.

Birmingham’s private collegiate feud 
was settled this afternoon as grimly 
on the gridiron as was the rivalry 
that preceded the game between Bir- 
mingham-Southern and Howard col- 
lege which unfortunately ‘culminated 
in the death of a. student.

Panthers Score.

“Strong,” he 
said, “is about as good a football 
team as I have seen in some time.” 
Strong, however, wasn't the ‘entire 
show. Lassman and Grant again 
gave a fine exhibition of tackle play. 
Hill was a star all afternoon, both at 
blocking and carrying the ball. Rior- 
dan played well and so did Nemeck. 

The entire New York delegation put 
on a brand of football that no team 
in the country today could have stop- 
ped short of two touchdowns. It had 
about everything a winning football 
team, or a great football needs except 
the ability to break up Harpster’s 
passing game and no armament has 
yet been found to stop the stuff he 
was shooting all afternoon.

ADVANGE IN PRICE 


By U. S. Department of Agriculture. 

Wholesale produce dealers were ac- 
tively preparing for Thanksgiving 
trade. Arrivals of turkeys, particular- 
ly from Texas, were becoming heavy. 
Cranberries and celery were in de- 
mand, with New York celery ranging 
higher at shipping points. The mar- 
ket advanced considerably on lettuce, 
on ons, and cabbage. Holdings of good 
onions are much lighter than a year 


ago. Colder weather prevailed in many | 


sipping areus, and rains interfered 
with the hauling and loading of sume 
vegetables. Potate prices showed lit- 
tle change, except that the Chicago 
earlot market advanced slightly. Sweet 
potatoes registered a general decline. 

Movement of California oranges in- 
creased to 1.315 cars last week, as 
against only 80 a year ago. Florida's 
forwardings of 1,015 cars were one- 
third heavier than last season. Grape 
output, chiefly from California, had 
dropped sharply to 725 cars, and was 
much lighter than in mid-November. 
1927. Virginia shipped only 90 cars 


of spinach, compared with 215 during | 


the same week last year. Combined 
movement of 25 important fruits and 
vegetables was only 17,000 cars, as 
against 20,350 the preceding week and 
18,140 » year ago. Citrus fruit was 
the major product to show an increase. 
Nearly all other lines decreased con- 
siderably. 2 
Onion Holdings Light. 

Each person's set of figures on the 
onion situation is different from. those 
of others, but they all agree that ship- 
ments during the remainder of this 
Season will be lighter than usual. The 
government estimate shows total pro- 
duction of 22,384 carloads in 14 late 
shipping states. About 12,140 cars 
had been shipped to November 1, in- 
cluding the equivalent of 500 carloads 
by truck in Wisconsin and. 200 car- 
loads by truck in New York. 

This would leave 10,240 cars of on- 
ions to supply all demands after No- 
vember 1, or only about half as many 
as were available at the same time 
Jast season. However, there should 
be added about 2.000 carloads, which 
have been shipped from one producing 
region to another for storage and for 
reshipment later in the season. This 
wonld make the potential supply 
Scarcely more than 12.000 cars, and 
only a small fraction of the total is 
still in growers’ hands. 

The quantity in commercial storage 
is probably not over 9,000 carloads. 
compared with about 15,000 a year 
ago. As a general rule, only about 
io per cent of the November 1 hold- 
ings are later shipped by rail. buf in 
the present season of light yroduction 
this percentage likely will be much 
increased. 

In the order of their importance. 
States having a thousand or more ear- 
loads of onions in commercial storage 
on November 1,° were Indiana, New 
York, Ohio, Colorado and California. 
In several states, the growers had 
disposed of their entire crop. 

Best Yellows Advance. 


Best yellow onions advanced further 
n western New York producing dis- 
tricts to $4-$4.25 per 100-pound> sack. 
Most holders are reluctant to sell at 
any price. The. western Michihan 
f.o.b. market was rather quiet and 
dull, but a level of $4 per sack pre- 
vailed there, and Colorado shippers 
Were getting $3.50-3$3.65. Carlot 
movement decreased to 440 cars for 
the week, as against 820 during. the 
fame period last season. Of the 15 
states shipping onions, none forwarded 
more than 60 cars. City jobbing sales 
were mostiy at firm to higher prices, 
with New York yellows bringing $3.50- 
54.50 and midwestern yellows §$4- 
$4.65. California and midwestern 
white onions ruled $4-35 a sack, while 
western Valencia-type sold at $3.S5- 
5. ‘The Boston market quoted Massu- 
chusetts stock at $3.50. Foreign 
onions were still arriving in consider- 
able volume. About 8O additional car- 
loads came from Holland, 30 from 
Spain, five from Italy and one from 
Russia Crates of imported Spanésh 
stock jobbed generally at $1.25-$2.10, 
and che Dutch onions in 110-pound 
sacks ranged from $3.65 in New 
York to top of $4.50 in Baltimore. 

Rainy weather interfered with cab- 
bage movement. New York shipped 
on'vy 450 cars last week, compared 
with S50 a year ago, and the f.o.b 
market advanced to a range of 330-332 
per ton of Danish type. while city 
consuming centers quoted $30-840 on 
New York arrivals and $30-$35 on 
northern Danish cabbage. Shippers in 
southeastern Wisconsin were asking as 
much as $30. That state forwarded 
only 155 cars during the week. Total 
eutpul of 725 cars was 450 less than 
in mid-November. 1927. Western 
New York reported a. good demand 
from southern and middlewestern 
points, and the present f.o.b. market is. 
strong in comparison with a range of 
$7-$12 a year ago. - 

Potatoes Change Little. 

The getato market held nearly 
steady, Theagh slightly weaker in gen- 
eral. Maine experienced temperatures 
below freezing, and considerable cold 
weather and snowfall was reported in 
parts of the north and west. How- 
ever, the weather was rather moderate 
for this time of the year.

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YOUNG'S WARNING 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

New York, November 24.—On this 
week’s wildest day in the so-called 
Hoover bull stock market the turn

shares. The ticker that day ran for 
two hours and 45 minutes after trad- 
ing ended at 3 o’clock on the stock 
exchange floor. The closing prices 
that day carried the average for 50 
representative stocks, half rails and 
half industrials, up over 4 points for 
the day to a new high for all time 

t 228, eliminating fractions. This 
compares with the year’s low of 173 
made last February; with 82 four 
years ago when the so-called Coolidge 
bull stock market started; with 538, 
the low of 1921, the level from which 
the upward price movement started 
seven years ago with the ending of 
the post-war deflation period. 

On the same day this week that the 
stock market was having its wildest 
session Governor Young, of the fed- 
eral reserve board, was talking to 
western farmers. He pointed out that 
a great deal had been heard recent- 
ly about speculative credit; that this 
particular kind of credit was not un- 
krown to the farmers; that those who 
today in other fields are speculative- 
ly inclined could well afford to stop 
and reflect; that if-the existing sper- 
ulative situation is found to be com- 
parable to that of agriculture before 
the 1920 deflation period began those 
now engaged in such speculation “can 
well seek advice from your industry 
rather than from some of the sources 
they are now using.” 

Prices Seem Inflated. 


Governor Young did not mention 
Wall street or the stock market. But 
that was not necessary. Everybody 
who heard his talk this w@ek or read 


that inflation in the stock market 
had. reached a dangerous stage simi- 
lar to that reached in farming sec- 
tions prior to 1920. Governor Young | 
said in effect fhat stocks today are | 
as much too high as farm values were | 
in the war and post-war pata | 


period. 

Until the 1920 deflation period 
started, farm land prices were high, 
partly because of the existing high 
selling prices for farm products and 
partly because of the speculation ex- 
isting in farm lands. Farmers were 
confident that the prices of what they 
raised were going to remain high and 
they borrowed money right and left 
to make part payments on additional 
and. What the farmers then did | 
was exactly the same as what the big 
outside public is doing today in bor- 
rowing money to buy high priced 
stocks on margin. 

It is a matter of record that mem- 
ber banks, when the deflation period | 
started in 1920, had farmers’ loans of | 
between 000,000,000 and 3$4,000,- 
000,000. What happened.during the 
deflation days following:is a matter 
of record. Some 4,000 banks put up 
their shutters. - Deflation started in 
the spring of 1920, ‘That was eight 
years ago this past spring. Some 
farming sections only this year began 
to get back to something like normal. 

Stocks Linked With Farms. 

To return to existing eonditions it 
is of interest to determine what has 
happened to brokers’ loans made by 
member banks in this district while 
the average price of ‘50 representa- 
tive stocks has been advancing from 
58 in 1921 to the new high touched 
this week at 228, 

Deflation started in the stock mar- 
ket in 1920 at the same time it did in 
farm prices. When deflation in the 
stock market ended in 1921 brokers’ 
loans as reported by member banks in 
this district for their own account 
and for the a¢eount of out-of-town 
banks and others: stood at $680.000,- 
000. This item was made up of $568,- 
000,000 call loans and $111,000,000 
loans on time. The late monthly 
statement of the stock exchange 
showed.an increase for the. month: of 
October alone of $368,000,000 with 
the total at $5,879.000,000, using only 
round figures. This total was made 
up of $763.000,000 time loans and 
$5,115,000,000 of loans made on call. 

These figures include only the loans 
on stocks and bonds made by the 
member banks in this district for their 
own account, for the account of out- 
of-town banks and for others, that is, 
corporations and individuals. Other 
member banks throughout the country 
are making loans on securities not in- 
cluded in the foregoing total of $5,- 
879,000.000 which as far as the mem- 
ber banks in this district are con- 
cerned, ‘has in.reased since 1921 from 
$680,000.000. .

Chicago, November 24.—(4)—Corn 

prices headed downgrade fast today, 
and in the end cerried other grain 
along. Action of the corn market was 
largely a result of efforts to antici- 
pate the bearish effects of an unex- 
pected larger movement of the corn 
crop next week. 

Closing quotations on corn -were 
heavy, 1 1-4e to 1 5-8¢e a bushel net 
lower. The finish in wheat was un- 
settled, 1-4c to 3-4e and 7-Se down; 
oats 1-4e to 1-2c off, and provisions 
unchanged to a setback of 12c. ? 

With the official forecast pointing 
to generally auspicious conditions all 
of next week for the movement of the 
corn crop, traders flocked to the sell- 
ing side today, and prices began to 
drop as soon as business opened. Some 
moisture was indicated by the forecast, 
but the outlook as a. whole was con- 
strued as decidedly fayorable for en- 
largement of receipts at terminal cen- 
ters, notwithstanding that today’s 
country offerings of corn to arrive 
lacked volume, 

Colder temperatures as well as clear 
skies appeared likely to form the rule 
in the corn belt, and these conditions 
were being relied upon by speculative 
sellers as sufficient to enable farmers 
to get into the field on a greater scale 
to gather the new corn crop. Mean- 
while, much notice also was taken of 
reports from western states, implying 
that cattle feeding this winter will be 
on a considerably reduced scale. Un- 
der such circumstances closing prices 
for the day in the corn market were 
at almost the bottom level reached. 

Wheat and oats worked lower, 
largely in sympathy with corn weak- 
ness. Wheat crop advices from Argen- 
tina, however, were a little more favor- 
able, with rain looked for in drought 
sections to the south and weather in 
the harvest region fine. 

Provisions were somewhat easier on 
account of scattered selling.

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Demand for Cotton Goods | 


Keeps Steady During Week 


Charlotte, N. ©,, November 24-— 
(Special.)—While cotton goods sales 


have declined in volume from the 
high sales of several weeks ago, a 
steady business was dene during the 
week. Sales continued to ex pro- 
duction and genera] markets condi- 
tions are favorable. Substantial sales 
of print cloths, sheetings and other 
heavy goods have been recorded even 
though the general market was quiet. 
Business in fine goods has improved 
and current sales ate at least equal 
to | Sapbiage 

Mills on print cloths: and wide 
sheetings are, on an average, re- 
ported to be sold up..to the end of 
the year. Tire fabric plants have 
contracts running into the first quar- 
ter of next year and some of them 
beyond that time. In every respect, 
the market is regarded as much bet- 
ter than it was this time last year. 
Production is being more intelligently 
regulated, unfilled orders are higher 
and stocks on hand:are lower. Oc- 
tober cotton consumptoin figures 
were regarded as surprisingly large. 
With the present strong cotton mar- 
ket and indications of a further ad- 
vanee in price, mil]. men anticipate. 
continued steady business. 

With the approach of the period 
between the latter part of November 
through the end of the year, which 
is normally a quiet one in cotton 
goods, sales are expected to be lower. 
At the same time, ‘with the large busi- 
ness on hand, mills are expecting 
to enter the new year in a very fa- 
vorable position. 

Spinners in Strong Shape. 


Those who are in close touch with 
the earded yarn situation say the 
spinners are in the strongest position 
they have occupied the last two years. 
This. statement is made in spite of 
the light yarn trade of the past sev- 
eral weeks. Stocks of carded yarns 
on July first, at the mills, were listed 
as 12,500,000 pounds, ‘according to 
the Southern Textile Bulletin. Pres- 
ent stocks are only’ 8,500,000 pounds, 
or less. than two weeks’ production. 
This figure is regarded as the low 
point of carded yarn stocks for the 
past two years. Unfilled orders for 
earded yarns since. July. 1 have in- 
‘creased from 25,000,000 pounds . to 
39,500,000. In other words,. stocks 
have decreased since July 1, by 4,- 
000,000 pounds and unfilled orders 
have increased by 15,500,000. 

These figures indicate that since 
July 1, sales of carded yarns have 
exceeded production by approximately 
20,000,000 pounds and that the spin- 
ners have orders on hand for about 
nine weeks’ production. In view of 
the strength of the statistical posi- 
tion of the carded yarn spinners, it is 
believed here that perete are going 
higher, enabling mills to get a more 
satisfactory profit margin. Cugrent 
business in yarns is improving and 
increased buying is anticipated dur- 
ing the next several weeks. 


New Rule to Aid South. 


Decision of the New York Cotton 
Exchange to alter its futures contract 
so that it will permit delivery at 
southern points, was very favorably 
received in the south. Mill men ex- 
pect the new contract to be more ad- 
vantageous for hedging purposes and 


it is also expected that the increased | 


volume of cotton business handled at 
the several southern cities designated 
as delivery points will mean a much 
larger business for them. 


Plans for the winter meetin of 
the Cotton Manufacturers association 
of North Carolina to be held at Pine- 
hurst.on November 30 and December

The Draper corporation, Hopedale, 
Mass., has made formal announce- 
ment of its intention to build a dis- 
tributing depot at Spartanburg, S. C. 
The company, one of the largest build- 
ers of weaving machinery in the 
world, will erect a large two-story 
building to facilitate distribution of 
its products in the Southern territory. 
Plans for the building are being made 
by J. E. Sirrine and company, engi- 
neers of Greenville. 

The Pendleton Manufacturing com- 
pany, of Autun, 8. C., which now has 
a large new weave room under con- 
struction, has purchased an addition- 
al site of 73 acres to provide for a 
second addition which is to be built 
in the near future.

Chicago Federation of Labor. 
Describing the station as the only 
one in the United States owned and 
operated in the interest of organized 
labor, the executive council reported 


that the federal radio commission, in 
its recent reallocation of wave lengths, 
time and power had assigned WCFL 
“a wave length which does not permit 
broadcasting from Chicago after 8 
o'clock in the evening at this time 
of the year and also reduced its 
power to 1,000 watts.” 

The effect of this action, the execu- 
tive council said, “is not only to re- 
strict the area over which WCFL can 
be heard, thus tréating the station as 
though it were purely local in in- 
terest and usefulness, but also to keep 
it off the air entirely during most 
of the evening, which is the only time 
that persons employed during the day

Famous in War, 


Dies Suddenly 


Brussels, November 24.—()—Gen- 
eral Baron Jacques, of Dixmude, not- 
ed Belgian war general, died today of 

neumonia. He was 70 years old. 
he seriousness of his illness became 
known only yesterday. 


General Baron Alphonse Jacques 
was commander of the third division 
of the Belgian army during the world 
var. He was born at Stavelock, Bel- 
gium, in 7858, and entered the mili- 
tary school in 1876. Later he entered 
the war college, upon leaving which he 
was attached to the general staff. 

General Jacques had assignments to 
the Belgian Congo on four different 
occasions, distinguishing himself for 
bravery. At the beginning of the 
world war he was a colonel of the 
twelfth regiment of the line and took 
part in the defense of Liege. Later 
he took part in the defense of Ant- 
werp and as commander of the same 
regiment was at Dixmude in the cel- 
ebrated defense of that town in 1914. 

In recognition of his splendid serv- 
ices the king placed Prince Leopold 
in the twelfth regiment under Colonel 
Jacques, who was promoted to lieu- 
tenant-egeneral in command of the 
third division.

The Eta Omega chapter of the Omega 
Psi Phi fraternity, composed of graduate 
members of the city of Atlanta, secured 
a radio hour through WSB studio on the 
roof of the Biltmore hotel for a program 
covering the achievements of negroes. This 
was a part of the annual National Negro 
Achievement week project fostered by the 
fraternity. During this week speakers with 
condensed information concerning extraor- 
dinary achievements of negroes appear be- 
fore schools, colleges, churches and various 
public gatherings in an effort to inform 
the youth of the race in particular and 
the whole public in general of the contribu- 
tions of the negro te American civiliza- 
tion. 

The speaker of the radio hour was Jesse 
0. Thomas, southern field director of the 
National Urban league, who said in part: 
‘“‘By virtue of the bi-racial character of the 
social order that characterizes our Ameri- 
can life, the two dominant race elements 
live and have their being for the most 
part in two separate and distinct worlds. 
There are upwards of 120 millions of citi- 
zens of America, representing many types 
and race elements: of this number approxi- 
mately fifteen millions are members of the 
negro race and perhaps one hundred and five 
millions represent various branches of the 
white race. Thus we have in deed and in 
fact a minority and a majority group; each 
to a very large extent is isolated georgraph- 
ically from the other. There is a great 
white world and there is a separate black 
world. This is so nearly true that it is pos- 
sible for a member of one group to live a 
lifetime and render conspicuous services in 
his community during his day and genera- 
tion and die practically unknown to the 
members of the other world. 

‘**The textbooks in our public schools omit 
almost entirely any commendable reference 
to the achievements of negroes. Therefore, 
all of our school children are denied the 
opportunity to acquire normal intelligence 
in geference to the accomplishments of the 
negro through the public school system. 

‘In spite of the fact that a radical 
change has taken place in the attitude of 
the public press toward the negro in recent 
years, the amount of space given in the 
average daily newspapers to worth-while 
accomplishments and constructive endeavors 
of the negro is so limited and obscure that 
the reading public sees very little concern- 
ing him except in connection with crime or 
some othep phase of disorderly conduct. 

“On thig account the Omega Psi Phi [ra- 
ternity, a Greek letter fraternity composed 
of young college men of the negro race, 
has inaugurated a National Negro Achieve- 
ment week, during the observance of which 
various methods and agencies are employed 
in bringing to the attention of the Ameri- 
can people and the people of the reading 
world some of the outstanding achievements 
of the American negro. 

“The negro has identified himself with 
every phase of American life and in the 
negro communities can be found counter- 
parts of organizations, agencies, institutions 
and enterprises that obtain in the ‘white 
communities. While the negro encounters 
his enforced isolation geographically, iv 
thoncht, ideals and patriotism, he is in a 
real sense a full-fledged citizen of America. 

‘‘In the short period of time allotted me, 
I shall endeavor to call your attention to 
some of the outstanding achievements ef the 
negro. 

“The negro as a writer and as subject 
is one of the phenomena of American Iiet- 
ters today. He appears as a contributor and 
otherwise in fiction, in poetry, in drama 
and in criticism. Charles W. Chestnut, 
James Weldon Johnson, Phyllis Wheatley, 
ohne of the first women, white or black, to 
attain literary distinction in America be- 
cause of her poetical ability: Paul Lawrence 
Dunbar. Countee Cullen, Langston. Hughes, 
Bert Williams, Charles Gilpin, Florence 
Mills, Paul Kobeson and William Stanley 
Brhkithwaite are some of the most outstand- 
ing coyntemporaries in these fields. 

‘‘There are more than seventy-five thou- 
sand negro business enterprises of various 
types and sizes doing an annual volume of 
business of more than $1,600, Most of 
these business enterprises are capitalized 
and operated with funds supplied from the 
earnings’ of negroes themselves. There are 
more than 70 negro bhanking institutions, 
capitalized at $6,250,000, and with resources 
of more than twenty million dollars. One of 
these banks is a national bank known as 
the Douglass National bank in the city of 
Chicago. The signature of its president 
makes any currency legal tender. These 
banks are doing an annual business of ap- 
proximately one hundred million dollars. 

‘‘Iy the field of education, perhaps, the 
largest contribution made by a single negro 
was in revolutionizing the educational . pro- 
gram of the werld by Booker T. Washinag- 
ton, founder of Tuskegee institute. More 
than thirty negroes have received the de- 
gree of doctor of philosophy and more than 
sixty have been awarded the Phi Beta Kap- 
pa Key, the highest award conferred by 
wany leading colleges and universities for 
scholarship. 

“There are many distinguished educators 
in the fields of biology, chemistry, phil- 
osophy, sociology and other social sciences. 

‘The negro has reduced his. illiteracy 
from approximately 95 per cent in 1865 to 
less than 29 per cent at the present time 
and he has contributed through religious and

philanthropic organizations more than eighty 
million dollars toward his own education in 
addition to his public taxes. 

**In no. field of endeavor has the negro 
made greater progress or contributions than 


in the field of music. He has exerted an) 


infihence on the music in America and the 
world whicia' has been far-reaching in its 
scope. No one haus been more conspicuous in 
this field than Roland Hayes, the negro tenor, 
cama the best known singer in the world 
tuday. 

‘'M he negro spirituals and jubilee songs 
have provided an entree for the negro to 
exhibit his musical ability and inaterpreta- 
tions to the music-loving world 
marked degree. These

Quot- 
ing from the above letter: “The gen- 
eral federation is urging that these 
resolutions (this effort is being made 
in every state in the union) be in- 
dorsed and returned before December 
1, as congress convenes on December 
4, and there is no telling how soon 
this treaty will come up for ratifica- 
tion. “All four copies of the resolu- 
tions should be properly filled out and 
immediately returned to Mrs. David 
Nachman, chairman of international] 
relations of the Georgia federation, 
2428 Williams street, Augusta, Ga., 
and they will be sent through the 
proper channels to form a united in- 
dorsement of the treaty by the club 
women of Georgia.” 


The drafting and signing of the Kel- 
logg-Briand treaty outlawing war, is 
the most effective and far-reaching ef- 
fort that has yet been made to bring 
about a permanent world peace. The 
influence of the women of America 
indorsing this treaty cannot fail in 
helping to secute it’s ratification. Res-

Plans for erection of a new Sunday

An education program to acquaint 
members of the congregation with de- 
tails of the church’s expansion needs 
and the building plans will be lauitch- 
ed today in visits to congregation 
members. At the same time it is ex- | 
pected that subscriptions will be tak- | 
en to raisé the fund of $65,000 al-! 
ready pledged by prominent members | 
of the church to the $100,000 mark | 
needed for construction of the first, 
unit. No discussion of the nrioject | 
will be held during the regular Sun- 
day services, Dr. Flinn said. 

According to present plans of the 
building program, the new church 
edifice will be erected’ on the North 
Avenue and Courtland street corner 
of the church’s property, which in- 
cludes 160 feet frontage on Peachtree 
street and extends back along North 
avenue to Courtland. It is thought 
that the Peachtree frontage of the 
valuable site, with exception of an 
arcade leading to the proposed new 
religious edifice would be leased to 
businesses for revenue purposes. By 
locating the church on the North ave- 
nue and Courtland street corner, it 
would be removed from noises of traf- 
fic, while the arcade would provide 
the church with entrances from all! 
three streets, it was pointed out. 

Preliminary plans for the project 
have been drawn up by R. H. Hunt, 
of Chattanooga, specialist in church 
architecture. The principal features 
include two lower floors for Sunday 
recreation 
hall, with a Sunday school assembly 
room seating 1,060 people on the floor 
entered from North avenue.

held in Atlanta in October, to the 
memory of the late Miss Mildred 
Rutherford, who had been an active 
officer in that organization from its 
beginning, who had held the office 
of president and who had been named 
as histerian for life. This tribute took 
definite shape in the passage of the 
resolution directing the launching of 
a campaign to secure, funds with 
which te erect on the campus of the 
University of Georgia in Athens, a 
fireproof building, large, commodious 
and beautiful, in which relics, docu- 
ments, books, paintings and all kinds 


of articles of historical value con- 
nected with the south and the Con- |! 
federacy may be preserved tor all | 
time. 

This building is to be known as the 
Mildred Rutherford Historical Mu- 
seum, that distinguished Georgia 
woman and loyal daughter of the 
Coniederacy having been all her long 
life intensely interested in the work 
of preserving and defending the his- 
torie facts and achievements of the 
Confederacy. The appropriateness of 
the selection of the university campus 
as the location for this memorial 
building has been pointed out, in that 
every year there gather in Athens 
thousands of young people who repre- 
sent in its truest sense the best there 
is in the state and in the south, who 
will naturally be intensely interested 
in such a building and its contents 
and who will take their places in the 
vears to come as leaders in their state 
and in the nation. Nearly three 
thousand long-term students are there 
each year, over three thousand boys 
and girls from all over Georgia spend 
from a week to ten days in the sum- 
mer camp at Camp Wilkins on the 
campus of the College of Agriculture. 
three thousand teachers and 
students are enrolled each _ summer 
during the session of the University 
Summer school. : 

Then, too, no institution 1s more 
closely connected with the history of 
the Confederacy than the University 
of Georgia. Among the Georgia 
alumni who contributed in-a marked 
degree to the work of the Confederate 
government and to its struggles in the 
field were Alexander H. Stephens, 
vice president of the Confederacy + 
Howell Cobb, who presided over the 
provisional congress and afterwards 
served as major-general in the Con 
federate army; Thomas R. R. Cobb. 
who wrote the Confederate constitution 
and who was later on killed in the 
hattle of Fredericksburg; Francis 5. 
Rartow. who fell at first Manassas; 
John B. Gordon, who led the _ last 
charge of the Old Guard at Appe- 
mattox: Benjamin H. Hill, Confed- 
erate senator and close friend and ad- 
viser of President Davis, and many 
others who did their duty in = every 
line of endeavor.. At the meeting of

With Old Washington Trowel! 


Mrs. Calvin Colidge spread the first 
mortar on the’ cornerstone of Con- 
stitution Hall, $2,000,000 auditorium 
of the D. A. R., October 30, with the 


historic trowel used by George Wash- 
ington in laying the cornerstone of 
the United States capitol] in 1793, Mrs. 
Coolidge also put her own and the pres- 
ident’s cards in the copper container 
which was placed within the corner- 
stone andsealed with appropriate cer- 
emony by representatives of the Poto- 
mac lodge No. 5, F. & A. M., custo- 
dians of the famous trowel. An au- 
dience of more than 2,000 persons, 
including the national and state chap- 
ter officers of the D. A. R., watched 
the ceremony, which began with an 
impressive procession from Memorial 
Hall to the site in the rear of the 
Administration building. 

White-robed banner bearers carry- 
ing the American flag and State flags 
came first, followed by the national 
board of management, the guard of 
honor of minute men, in colonial uni- 
form, under command of Colonel M. 
A. Winter and last of all, Mrs. Cool- 
idge, escorted by Mrs. Alfred J. Bros- 
seau, president general of the D. A. R. 
The invocation was offered hy the 
chaplain general of the D. A. R., spoke 
briefly. “The building of Constitu- 
tion Hall,” she declared, “marks one 
more step in completing that far flung 
plan of Major, L’Enfant for making 
Washington the most beautiful city in 
the world.”

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THE SENATE'S BIG ISSUE. 

When congress convenes in De- 
cember the senate will be asked by 
President Coolidge to ratify the 
Kellogg multilateral treaty for the 
outlawry of international war. 

The action of the senate will be 
watched with keen interest through- 
out the world. Remembering the 
fate of the treaty of Versailles, and 
the reservations to the world court 
protocol, it is obvious that Great 


Britain and France are awaiting ace | 


tion of the United States senate 


in the case of all signatories to 
make the pact effective. 

Article 1 of the pact states that: 

“The high contracting parties sol- 
emnly declare in the names of their 
respective peoples that they condemn 
recourse to war for the solution of 
international controversies, and re- 
nounce it as an instrument of national 
policy in their relation with one an- 
other.” 


As a result of interpretative 
notes, the leading parties to the 


* pact have made it clear that this 


renunciation does not apply to war 
in the following cases: 

“In self-defense; against any state 
which breaks the treaty; in execution 
of obligations under the league cove- 
nant; in execution of obligations un- 
der the Locarno agreements; in execu- 
tion of obligations under treaties guar- 
anteeing neutrality, which presumably 
include the French alliances.” 


The first interpretative note, 
“self-defense,” is creating more 
speculation as to how it will be dis- 
cussed in the senate than any of 
the others. President Coolidge, in 
his Armistice day address, insisted 
that despite the Kellogg pact— 
which is undeniably a far step to- 
ward renunciation of war — this 
country should maintain an ade- 
quate army and navy for ‘‘self-de- 
fense.”’ Precisely so! 
® While the principle of self-de- 
fense and of, cooperative defense 
may be perfectly valid, the applica- 
tion of the principle presents diffi- 
culties.

It is argued that the anti-war 
pact will abolish war psychology, 
and force governments and peoples 
to think in terms of peace; that it 
will no longer be possible for for- 
eign offices to advance their ends 
by a policy of threats—whether 
open or veiled; that it will no longer 
be possible for demagogues to whip 
up popular enthusiasm in favor of 
wars on behalf of “national des- 
tiny’? or “national honor.” 

Disputes will continue to arise 
between nations; and they may or 
may not be positively settled by 
peaceful means. But it is contend- 
ed that as a result of the new peace 
psychology produced by the pact, 
peoples will take the view that no 
matter how serious the dispute, 
there is no justification for solving 
it by force, unless the question of 
self-defense is involved. 

It is not conceivable that there 
will be any opposition to the rati- 
fication in our senate. And yet, 
it is liable to provoke a great deal 
of discussion, and some of which 
may become bitter.

The temper of the great majority of 
our citizenship is to maintain before 
the world a definite and determined 


attitude in favor of national justice 
and world peace. And in their col- 
lective mind the demands of justice to 
American rights and interests are 
precedent of the reasons for American 
cooperation in clearing the interna- 
tional tracks for the approach to 
world peace, oie 


The Center Pillar of Policy. 
The popular response to the presi- 
dent’s speech makes it plain that the 
people regard the national defense as 


the center pillar of our national poli- 
cy. That feeling is not held in deroga- 
tion of the principle set up in the 
Kellogg-Briand multilateral treaty to 
outlaw war as an instrument of inter- 
national policy. The two objectives 
go very well together in the popular 
mind. They coordinate capitally in 
the famous maxim of President Roose- 
velt, ‘Tread safely and carry a big 
stick!” That is the people's idea of 
our perfectly proper non-offensive-de- 
fensive policy. 

Whenever the first-class powers get 
ready to talk plainly upon the whole 
issue of disarmament, or the limita- 
tion of navies to rational pacific na- 


tional needs, they will find the United 
States willing and ready for equitable 
agreements. We are desirous enough 
for world peace to be willing to scrap 
valuable ships as we did after the 
Washington agreement seven years 
ngo; but the people will not ever con- 
sent to stand stripped again before 
great nations constantly figuring and 
arminz to be superior in any emer- 
gency to the defensive power of this 
paramount nation. 


What the Situation Suggests. 
The implications of the president’s 
address are taken to be that, in the 
absence of a definite and honest agree- 


ment between the world powers to 
limit naval armaments to a world 
peace basis, each nation must remain 
free tc build and maintain the navy 
which it deems adequate to its own 
necessities and possible defense in any 
event. 

Really the bill now before congress 
to supply our navy with fifteen new 
cruisers and an aircraft carrier is but 
a minimum re-enforcement of a naval 
establishment that has been weaken- 
ed into considerable obsolescence by 
waiting for further limitation agree- 
ments between the powers. 

The failure of the conference at Ge- 
neva and the attempted dual decreta 
by France and England that went to 
pot ax soon as it was made public 
have warned the responsible authori- 
ties of the United States that it is 
perilous to us to wait further upon 
those powers, hoping they will come

That their new device is nothing 
but ‘personal dictatorship dressed in 
the tight-fitting garments of Hegel 
and Rousseau, does not bother them a 
bit. It probably has never occurred 
to them. For as in the case of all 
zealots, the world began with their 
advent. It is unthinkable that any 
part of the sacred structure of fascism 
could have been erected by a French- 
man or a German. As it is unthink- 
able, therefore it is not thought. Ani 
there you have it. 

* * ® 

Meanwhile the elaborate fascist ma- 
chinery continues to function as and 
when it is steered and driven by its 
peerless mechanician. It runs in one 
direction quite as’ well as in another 
and it rushes forward or back as he 
listeth. 

One particularly interesting reversal] 
of policy is that on the question of 
emigration. For decades before the 
war Italy’s chief export was human 
labor. Italian emigrants in enormous 
numbers flowed out of the country to 
find homes in the United States, in 
Argentina, in Brazil and in a score 
of other lands.

Italy, like Mother Goose’s old wom- 
an, has so many children she doesn’t 
know what to do, Unfortunately, the 
old woman’s solution of her al 
lem is not practical politics. us- 
solini spanks a great many. But to 
spank them all around and put them 
to bed is hardly calculated to have the 
desired result. 

One of the things that fascism has 
not yet fathomed is the repeal of 
economic laws. The increasing pres- 
sure of living in Italy is having its 
inevitable effect in cutting down the 
Italian birth rate. Birth control propa- 
ganda is severely frowned upon. It is 
anathema to both church and state: 
But nonetheless the limitation goes 
on, as- it has done in every r 
country under similar circiimstances, 
and as it probably will do until the 
end of time. :

It is 
that moral quality, which finds ex- 
pression where the people act to- 
gether. It is proverbially true that 
a crowd will often act as no one man 
in it would act. Or to put it another 
way, a man will act in a crowd as he 
Our modern 
name for this is “crowd psychology,” 
but I am thinking of something over 
and above that contagious excitement, 
which often stimulates a crowd, either 
to acts of brutality, or to achieve- 
ments of genuine heroism. I am 
thinking of what we do in commer- 
cial, political, and religious life, influ- 
en by the consciousness of what 
others are doing. It is thus that a 
nation elects a president, makes war, 
or creates a public opinion. 


‘It is from this standpoint the 
preacher would suggest some causes 
for thanksgiving during the past year, 
believing that God’s spirit is the in- 
spiration of all that is best in our 


sciousness of 


ness men, and hu- 
sympathies are finding a more 
expression in business rela- 


ties, are signals showing the direction 
in which men’s thoughts and aspira- 
tions are moving. So the’ universal 
use of the word “service” in the com- 
mercial world, does not mean that 
business has become altruistic, but 
that a higher ideal has appeared to 
challenge that which is best in the 
life of the business man. 

As we look back upon the political 
life of our nation, we may be truly 
thankful that the citizen of our be- 
loved country is beginning to free 
himself from the tyranny of partisan 
politics. As to whether we shall be 
thankful for the result of the late 
presidential election, only the future 
can reveal. But whether one voted 
for or against the successful candi- 
dates, we may all rejoice that Ameri- 
cans voted more nearly their individ- 
ual convictions than ever before. Out- 
worn shibboleths, names which had 
lost their significance, issues which 
no longer throbbed with vital mean- 
ing, were ignored, and political lead- 
ers were put on notice that they can 
no longer count the vote of an Ameri- 
ean citizen before it is placed in the 
ballot box. 

The Realities. 


We may be truly thankful also for 
the growth of a more - widespread, 
deeper, and more sincere, interest in 
religion. While the average man is 
questioning the authority of the 
church, the truth of a creed, and the 
value of a religious observance, he 
is not doing it flippantly or irrey- 
erently. He is a more sincere seeker 
after the truth, than when he ac- 
cepted with irresponsible complacence 
what was told him, and did nothing 
about it. The expansion of the uni- 
verse, as science lifts the veil of the 
horizon of knowledge, reveals to us a 
larger God, and challenges a larger 
faith. If it is true that we are made 
in the image of our God, then this 
larger God of our faith will make 
larger personalities of His children, 
With this larger conception of God 
and His universe, we shall be able 
to sing with a more profound signifi- 
cance: “Praise God from Whom all

What was at first only an amusing 
adventure in verbal extravagance has 
become successively a fashion and a 
passion. When a new book of his- 
tory or biography appears we pick it 
up with perfect assurance that it will 
shatter a line of men and events and 
show us again how simple we were to 
beheve in anything good. 

The Anvil Chorus has become 
nearly a national hymn. What we 
want is blows, well laid on and dis- 
posing of something we used to have 
faith in—Longfellow, Shakespeare, 
Browning, Lafayette, John Hampton, 
any old thing. An outsider might be- 
Heve we have become like the in- 
furiated mobs of ancient Rome. All 
night we run madly about plucking 
down Statues. We don’t know why, 
but into the dirt with them anyway!

There is no end of mud in the gut- 
ters. Has the silly old world ever 
crowned any man for anything?

It does no good to tell 
that each generation is prerogatived 
to view its own ideals and standards 
as final and its predecessor’s as comi- 
cal futilities..I know that well enough.

And it does not meet the 
case fo say this is youth and the fos- 
sils naturally can’t get the youthful 
viewpoint. : 

The fact is, literature seems to be 
under a spell. It is buffaloed or hyp- 
ped or something; the wine of Circe 
The Lady 


Vivien has come into her own. She 
rules the hour, if any unclean spirit 
ever ruled anything. We have a new 
cult, the worship of malice, and she 
is its titular goddess. 7 

Now, as of old in Broceliande, she 
lets her tongue rage like a fire among 
the noblest names, defaming and de- 
facing, till she has left not even Lance- 
lot brave nor Galahad clean. 

What is the reason fer all this ob- 
Sess:on and why, for the time being, at 
least, has the taste of slander become 
thus sweet in the mouth?  Fashiens 
in literature; we are familiar with 
they come and go like fashions in 
hats. Now it’s all Kipling and next 
it’s ali Conrad. But this goes be- 
yond fashion and seems to reach 
down to some primitive nerve per- 
sisting out of the jungle. There must 
be a oy In mere destruction. 

These old Cornishmen that used to 
hobble a donkey at night, tie a torch 
to his back and drive him so that ships 
would think him another ship and 
come in and be wrecked— if we knew 
the truth, they had more pleasures 
than that of plunder. It was fun to 
smash up a work of man’s hands, rend 
plank from plank, frustra‘e skiff and 
art. When the barbarians chopped up 
the Roman forum for their churches 
they tound something more than the 
making of building stones im that 
work. 

Ht is like children breaking their 
toys and ripping dolls to get the saw- 
dust out. 

Once in the South Seas I saw a 
monkey steal a beautiful silk robe, es- 
cape to a tree-top with it and there 
sit chattering rhapsodies while it tore 
the silk to tatters. 

It is fun—to the immature mind— 


and safe as ping pong. No sport was 


ever safer. ‘Dead men don't talk,” 
remarked Mr. Billy Bones, that accu- 
rate observer. No, nor bring libel 
suits, neither. In only one state of 
the union do the statutes provide for

It is not only safe but dead easy. 
The essentials of its achievements be- 
long to the world of mechanics and 
with a little oiling the apparatus 
would run itself.

About the gods I don’t know, but 
there isn’t a human being that ever 
lived on this earth whose life can’t be 
made to look fairly rotten by this 
process. It’s infallible. 

Take a look at the wheels in op- 
eration and see how nicely they go. 
Detractionists always love a_ shining 
mark. Books about shining marks are 
the best sellers. We will take for an 
example one that shines most brightly 
and persistently. 

A féw years ago in a new life of 
Lyman Trumbull there appeared a let- 
ter written by Lincoln at some date 
between his election, November, 
1860, and his inauguration in the fol- 
lowing March. 

This letter contains a statement ut- 
terly at variance (let us say) with a 
statement in the inaugural address. It 
is not necessary to go into details 
here; every Lincoln student will know 
what | mean. By taking the strange 
lapse shown by these two statements, 
fitting it to other incidents such as 
that of the Pinkerton detectives, then 
by showing that Lincoln had no deep- 
Seated convictions against -slavery, 
since he actually ran away from an 


anti-slavery meeting, it would be per- 
fectly easy to construct a Lincoln to- 
tally different from the figure the 
world has accepted and revered, and 
still a Lincoln perfectly documented. 
This is the fabrique—dependable, 
speedy, safe. The only reason its op- 
eration has not been applied to Lin- 
coln in just this way is because Lin- 
cein’s popularity is so great the op- 
eration would not be commercially de- 
sirable. But you can apply it to near- 
ly anybody else that is in the grave 
and sell books by it—seven or eight 
editions, if your publisher is alert. 
There is no doubt that it harvests

much attention. A man walking on 
his hands on a busy street and twid- 


“dling his toes in the air would have 


everybody looking at him and might 
pick up several dollars. But when 
he was done you would not think 
he had added anything to the reali- 
ties of human existence, and it would 
puzzle you to say wherein you were 
the richer for the performance. There 
is yet another phase of this matter 
that comes home more sharply and 
to ansinterest vital to the nation— 
much more vital than battleships or 
armies, for instance. - 

According to formula and accepted 


belief, of all earth’s children the most > 


boastful is the American. ‘“Brag- 
ging is Our national sin.” So often 
has this been repeated from pulpits 
and by eminent authority that it ought 
to be set to music\so we can sing it. 
The typical American is supposed to 
be a loud-mouthed, swaggering An- 
cient Pistol that goes around the 
world roaring out to other people the 
unapproachable grandeur and match- 
less virtues of his native land. 

Many years of observation of my 
fellow countryman abroad have not 
borne out this notion of him, but who 
am I to disturb a conception so useful 
to. mosalists and so handy for ham- 
mer throwers? Nobody. I may per- 
haps mention that if you were ever at 
a week-end party in England with two 
or three other Americans you would 
have a different belief about chauvin- 
ism as inherent in our blood; for 
there the anvil would be in the midst 
of them and the sound of it strong 
and unceasing in your ears. 

But let not that unhinge the for- 
mula. We are, say the reproving 
English, inordinately fond of our own 
country. Take that verdict as cor- 
rect. Well, then, how do you ac- 
count for the fact that all the detrac- 
tion that marks these days for its 
own, the chief center swirls around 
American history and we submit with- 
out a protest while great gobs of slime 
are sloshed ‘over every American 
image? ei.

7 enough, men vhave always 

robbed one another. They 

still do, but one’s goods nowadays are 

Sater from robbers at sea than any- 

where else. In early times, when 

ships at sea were isolated from all the 

world, seagoing ‘robbers were fairly 

secure from punishment, and piracy 
flourished. 

Barbarossa was a notable pirate in 
the Mediterranean sea in 1504. He 
was a pionéer in large-scale. piracy, 
but there had been hundreds of pirates 
in the same waters before Barbarossa 
was born. However, the others ap- 
pear as dim shadows in the story of 
Crime at sea, while Barbarossa stands 
out, more than four hundred vears 
after his death, as a clear-cut human 
figure, compelling the attention of 
those who scan the horizon of history 
for romance and heroic gestures. 

Barbarossa means Red Beard. The 
man who bore the name was other- 
wise known as Uruj, but the more 
musical name has always stirc’ *> the 
outstanding figure in early ‘Mediter- 
ranean piracy, probably be- 
Cause it is descriptive and 
easy to pronounce. 

It is generally stated that 
Uruj was the son of a Turk- 
ish sailor and a Christian 
girl. He was born on the 
island of Lesbos, in_ the 
Aegean sea, an island famous 
for the poems of Cappho 
and wonderful wine, At the 
dawn of the sixteenth cen- 
tury Lesbos was a nest of 
small-scale pirates, who, in 
open boats, attacked. mer- 
chant vessels at night in 
Barba- 
rossa grew up among’ these 
thieves, and in boyhood hbe- 
came a-leader of thei. 

Lesbos had been under the 
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that the labor of a galley-slave has 
passed into proverb. 
The men at the oars were anxious 


‘for battle, because in it they saw their 


only chance for escape. Their hearts 
and hopes were with the enemy as 
they rowed under the stimulus of the 
lash. They did not fear“death, be- 
cause death would put an end to life, 
and life for them was a horror. Then, 
there was a very faint chance that in 
the battle their vessel might be cap- 
tured by their friends before the oars- 
men were all killed, and their shackles 
might be struck off by boarders from 
the other side.

Gigantic, vigilant, brutal, but with 
a rollicking humor to exercise when 
there was time for humor, Barbarossa 
was feared by his Levantine crew al- 
most as much as by his Christian cap- 
tives. When he gave the word of 
command, generally there was instant 
obedience 
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waters, and their galley was proceed- 
ing peacefully, with some canvas 
spread. As soon as the corsair was 
within range he began pouring shot 
and metal-tipped bolts upon the deck 
of the larger vessel. The alarm was 
beaten aboard the galley, and the de- 
fenders, confused but determined, be- 
gan to rally for action. At the first 
volley from the high deck of the gal- 
ley, Barbarossa’s men showed some 
signs of panic, and some seized oars 
from. the Christian slaves and began 
to row away. | 

The red-bearded corsair charged 
down upon the cowards in person, 
Striking right and left, and bellowing 
like a madman. When the galleot 
was alongside the larger vessel, Bar- 
barossa tossed many of his oars over- 
board, so that escape by rowing was 
made impossible. 

“Board her now, you cowardly 
dogs!’’ he roared to his. turbaned 
fighters; and there was fothing left 
for them to do but board. 

The boarding was accomplished 
quickly. . The Christians, truth to tell, 
were not keen for hand-to-hand en- 
counter with Turks and such like in- 


The two Papal galleys were taken 
in triumph to Tunis, and their appear- 
ance there was a world-wide sensa- 
tion. The selling of the Christians 
from the Pope’s own galleys into 
Turkish slavery was an incident that 
attracted the attention of all Chris- 
tendom, and great was the lamenta- 
tion in Europe. There were loud de- 
mands for a crusade to stamp out the 
infidel power, and thousands of ar- 
dent Christians volunteered their serv- 
ices to help humiliate the terrible Bar- 
barossa. No event of the century so 
thoroughly roused Christian Europe 
against the Mohammedan world as 
did this capture of the two ‘gafleys- 
royal by Barbarossa.

Barbarossa did not rest upon his 
oars. Neither did his Christian slaves. 
With the Papal galleys newly over- 
hauled and armed, and with plenty of 
Christians to do his rowing, he set out 
again for plunder. He had plenty of 
Turks now to man his guns, and it was 
considered’ a great honor among the 
Turks to be chosen to fight for Bar- 
barossa. 

One of Red Beard’s most amusing 
feats was the capture of a Spanish 
transport carrying five hundred sea- 
sick soldiers. The army men were 
not accustomed to the sea. and the 
weather had been very rough. There 
had been much baling and pumping 
for the soldiers, and when the corsair 
began his attack not more than a 
dozen of the five hundred fighting 
men were able to stand uvyon_ their 
faat 

When “To Arms!” was 
heaten upon the Spanish 
drums, most of the Spanish 
so'tdiers lav where they. had 
lain.

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Statuary Offenses | 


With Modern Great Men Looking Just Like Every 
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Literary Geniuses Are Not Byronesque Persons

Sep, word of warning to the great 
hee | men of the world. They are 
Wearing their trousers too 
short. There was a time when the dis- 
tinguished marks of a celebrity were 
the length of his hair and the length 
of his trousers. If his hair dropped 
over his coat collar and his trousers 
dropped over his boot tops, you knew 
at a glance that he was a person of 
some consequence. 


As far as | am concerned, the great 
men of the world can shave _ their 
heads and wear running trunks if they 
want to. It is posterity | am thinking 
of. Future generations will judge 
them by their statues. And how can 
a sculptor make a statue of a man 
with cuffs on his trousers and a St. 
Louis hound haircut? It can’t be 
done. Sculptors have tried it and 
failed dismally. 

You may have heard of the Kittle 
statue in East Teabone, which attract- 
ed widespread attention many years 
ago. The citizens of East Teabone 
erected it as a memorial to Abijah Kit- 
tle, the founder of their city. It was 
a bronze statue of heroic size, and it 
was placed on a high pedestal in the 
middle of Main street. 

In life, Abijah Kittle had always 
worn rather loose, baggy trousers 
reaching to his shoe tops, and an 
Oversize collar which gave free play 
to his Adam’s apple. The sculptor, 
holding the mirror up to Nature like a 
true artist, cast Abijah in bronze as 
he had been in life. The oversize 
collar stood a full two inches away 
from the neck it encircled, and an ob- 
Server stationed at the foot of the 
pedestal could look up the hollow fun- 
nels of Abijah’s trouser-legs halfway 
to the knee. It was unlike any statue 
which the world had ever seen. 

_, But although the sculptor had held 
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‘the mirror up to Nature, it was soon 


apparent that Nature didn’t . like it. 
Rainwater collected in the crevices of 
Abijah -Kittle’s bronze collar. With 
the approach of winter, this water 
froze and gave Abijah a-crack in the 
neck, a crack that widened as the days 
went by until his head was cocked 
sidewaysh in an attitude of coquettish 
hesitation. 


But this was not all. When. the 


north wind blew across Main street 


and eddied about the statue, strange 
aeolian music was heard. The bronze 
funnels of Abijah’s trouser leg's, struck 


by the icy blast, emitted hoarse ulula- 


tions which struck terror in the heart 
of every listener. It was as if a play- 
ful giant were blowing across the neck 
of a huge bottle. 


Finally, in the blizzard of 1888, the, 


head of the statue cracked off com- 
pletelv; and the sight of a headless 


figure standing in the middle of Main 
street with its trousers tooting like a 
tugboat in distress so affected the citi- 
zens of East Teabone that they se- 
cured a block and tackle and remov- 
ed it from its position as quickly as 
possible. 

But even without a three-quart col- 
lar and piping pantaloons, the aver- 
age statue is depressing enough, In 
the old days, when people took their 
politics seriously, they used to put up 
effigies of statesmen in_ prominent 
places and burn them to show their 
displeasure. Today we put up effigies 
of statesmen in prominent places and

ference. | 

One of the inevitable aftermaths of 
war is the epidemic of memorial 
sculpture which breaks out all over, 
the country. It is literally the Fifth 
Horseman of the Apocalypse—al- 
though in recent years_the vogue of 
equestrian statues has waned, owing 
to lack of space. Our-military heroes, 
astride their gilded geldings, are over- 
shadowed by skyscrapers and swamp- 
ed by automobile traffic. Marble ma- 
jor generals and cast iron commodores 
stand patiently on their pedestals, 
scanning the windows of the 5-and-10- 
cent stores and lingerie shoppes for 
a glimpse of the enemy; sparrows 
perch on the hands that signed the 
Declaration of Independence, and old 
newspapers decorate the ankles of the 
founding fathers. 

But the statues in and about col- 
lege are the ones that ‘suffer “the 
greatest indignities. Before the -ra of 
million-dollar drives, almost the only 
thing a grateful alumnus could think 
of to give his alma mater was a tasty 
bit of statuary, and even today many 
campuses resemble the Eden Musee. 
Classical and literary figures predom- 
inate—elderly gentlemen in long 
robes, with scrolls in their hands. (It 
isn’t modesty that makes sculptors 
put their subjects in robes; it’s lazi- 
ness. Therobe is to the sculptor what 
the row of dots is to the modern nov- 
elist—an artistic labor-saving device. 
Anatomy and syntax are left to the 
imagination. But although the grand 
old Greeks may have draped them- 
selves in sheets—Greece being .a 
warm country—that is no reason why 
future generations should be led to 
believe that life was one long Satur- 
day night for the eminent Victorians. ) 

Autumn is a sere and melancholy 
season for most of us, but it is spring- 
time for the statues on.the college 
campus. It is the time for. hazing, in- 
itiation stunts, interclass contests,

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football mass meetings, and the sculp- . 
tured worthies about thé quad blos- 
som forth in a riot of fantastic dec- 
orations. Any November morning 
Socrates may wake up to find his pate 
covered by a freshman’s cap and 32” 
emblazoned on his bosom; Demos- 
thenes, frozen in an° attitude of ex- 
hortation, holds a bologna sausage in 
his outstretched hand, and Aristotle 
becomes a sandwich man with a huge 
yellow signboard urging all comers to 
‘‘beat Purdue.” 

Sculpture plays an important part 
in college life. The student body is 
in a constanf state of flux, » faculty 
members come and go and college 
widows fade. But nothing short of an 
earthquake can oust the granite gods 
from their niches in the academic 
walls. 


An alumnus, returning to his alma 
mater after an absence of many years, 
usually finds that the only familiar 
faces are those which have been carv- 
ed in enduring stone. ‘Good old 
Zeus!’ he murmurs, affectionately 
patting an alabaster toe. ‘“‘You haven’t 
changed a bit. Remember the time 
_we painted your whiskers red and 
hung a garland of garlic around your 
neck? Ah, those were the days— 
and the nights!” 


In front of the classical library at 
Binglethorpe stands a massive marble 
figure with balloon tire muscles and 
a chinchilla beard; in his right hand 
is a hammer and at his side an anvil. 
The inscription on the pedestal reads: ~ 
“Hephaesus with Attributes’’—and 
many an innocent freshman has been 
sent to the library on a vain search 
for a copy of “The Life and Works 
of Attributes.”’ 

It must be admitted that even the 
elusive Attributes is a better subject 
for the sculptor’s art than most of the 
persons who are now before the pub- 
lic eye. From an aesthetic standpoint 
the ancients have the advantage. No- 
body knows how they really looked. 
But thanks to rotogravures and news 
reels everybody is familiar with the 
faces and the figures of the notables 
of today. 

We know that literary geniuses are 
not Byronesque persons who wield 
quill pens, but fat, baldheaded men 
who peck at typewriters and wear 
Shell-rimmed spectacles. _We know 
that generals lead their troops into 
battle by telephone and leave the 
Sword-brandishing to the Knights of 
Pythias. Statesmen no longer thun- 
der their messages to cheering mobs 
and strike” pictutesque attitudes upon 
the platform; they stand up straight 
in front of the microphone and enun- 
ciate in carefully modulated accents. 
And heroes with the laurel still upon 
their brows grope blindfolded among 
the cigarettes. 

_None of these activities can be de- 
picted satisfactorily in bronze or mar- 
ble. The only’safe thing for a sculp- 
tor to do is to make simple, three di- 
mensional portraits of his subjects and 
let their biographers record their 
achievements. And it is only fair to 
warn the great men at Washington. 
and elsewhere that unless they length- 
en their trousers and stop hanging 
around the barber shop sculptors are 
going to put them in togas. Write te 
your congressman!

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How I Train My Varsity 


“Fall on the Ball!” Used To Be the First Law of the Gridiron—and Still Is In Many Places. 


But 


Not for “Bill” Roper, Tiger Coach, Who Became a “Heretic,” Taught His Men To Pick It 
Up--and Run--and Thereby Raised His Winning Average

pe ALL ON THE BALL!” For 

ween years football coaches all over 
ape pthe country have hammered 

that through the heads of their 
players. Each autumn they have de- 
voted days and weeks to drilling their 
men in that difficult technique. 

It was considered a fundamental 
rule—and a fundamental part of the 
traming. 

But at Princeton we disregard both 
rule” and the 
“fundamental training’ entirely. We 
tell the candidates for the football 
team: “Don’t fall on the ball!” We 
teach them to pick it up and run with 
it. And many Princeton victories can 
be traced directly to that training. 

Many football experts have com- 
mented on the ability of the Prince- 
ten team to “follow the ball’’—to 
gather up a fumble or a blocked kick 
and race to a winning touchdown. 
Some of them doubtless have looked 
upon it as a “break” of the game. 
But it isn’t. 
do just that. 

We have eliminated falling on the 
ball from our training routine en- 
tirely—and for sound reasons. 

First, it is one of the most danger- 
ous forms of early season training and 
finds favor simply because of the com- 
parative ease with which any ‘unin- 
ventive coach can work it into train- 
ing exercise without losing large areas 
of skin and acquiring cheice collec- 
tions of blue bruises. And what have 
they gained in football knowledge and 
team play? 

Speed is the keynote of the modern 
game, and the basis of football today 
is running, body balance and team 
play. Falling on the ball doesn’t fit 
into these things. Scooping up a

bounding pigskin is just as easy, with 
a little practice, and far more con- 
ducive to winning football games than 
the antiquated method of diving at it. 

In my Own football days | can still 
recall the tense minutes before a Yale- 
Princeton game when the set custom 
called forgeach team to indulge in an 
exhibition of this useless art of falling 
on the ball while the stands thundered 
applause. On one occasion one of ‘the 
best men on the Princeton team, mak- 
ing a particularly vicious stab at the 
rolling ball, broke his collar bone and 
was forced to sit on the bench and 
watch his team take a sound beating, 
perhaps for the want of him. 

And I can remember vividly my 
own experience of falling on the ball 
in the Yale-Princeton game of 1899. 
As I lay on the ground and waited 
with trembling nerves for a blue-jer- 
seyed figure to pounce on me, | real- 
ized how easily I could have picked up 
the ball and raced the intervening 25 
yards for a touchdown. But that was 
football heresy m the old days. It 
just wasn’t being done. I may as 
well confess that it took years for me 
to see the light, for | was bucking pop- 
ular opinion. 

But one incident that came near 
costing me the services of a neces- 
sary player for the whole of the 1919 
season settled once and for alf the 
matter of pouncing on a_ bounding 
ball. This valuable man dislocated 
his shoulder by trying to fall on the 
ball under my personal direction. If 
I needed any final persuasion as to 
the soundness of my move | got it in 
a big game that year when | watched 
three Princeton players diving fran- 
tically for the ball at the same time, 
whien any one of them could have 


scooped it up, with a clear field for a 
touchdown. 

‘Some of the brightest pages in 
football history tell the story of men 
who pulled the umexpected by pick- 
ing up rather than fall on a _ loose 
ball and running to glory. Herman 
Suter did it against Harvard in 1894, 
racing nimety-five yards down the 
field. Arthur Poe did the same trick 
against Yale in 1899 and scored the 
winning touchdown. John De Witt 
got away with it in 1903 and so did 
Ed Booth in 1907, 

We are all familiar with the stirring 
runs of Sam Winte, who scooped up 
fumbles in both the Yale and Har- 
vard games. of 1911. In more recent 
years Joe Scheerer saved the day for 
the Tigers in 1920, and Howdy Gray 
not only picked up a loose ball in the 
memorable Chicago-Princeton game 
in 1922, but gave the Tigers enough 
renewed. fighting spirit to come 
through with one of the most sensa- 
tional victories in years. 

My point in hammering home the 
soundness of picking up a football is 
based on experience. It wins football 
games and gets results, in compari- 
son with the dubieus practice of 
spending endless hours on a_ useless 
exercise when the coach needs every 
‘minute to whip into shape a team that 
can compete in the modern game. 

As an early season exercise I have 
substituted running for falling on the 
ball. Running is the -basis of the 
modern game, and it can be combined 
with other drills highly necessary for 
team development. We spend half 
an hour each day running and throw- 
mg forward passes. It is good train- 
ing, with backs and ends lined up in 
two squads and a passer on each side. 


In this article on how I train the 
Princeton varsity football team, | 
have emphasized ~this point about 
‘falling on the ball” as strongly as 
possible, because it seems to me to 
typify better than anything else the 
modern game of football and its sub- 
Stitution of speed for weight and brute 
force. 

Some coaches still persist in drill- 
ing players in falling on the ball, but 
it is @ universal practice no longer. 
Many successful coaches use different 
methods, stress different elements in 
the game and get results. We all 
have our own ideas. In my twenty- 
five years of association with the game 
| have arrived at certain conclusions 
about training which, blended to- 
gether, make up a working system for 
the development of my _ varsity 
eleven. 

Football games are played on Sat- 
urday, but they are wen or test in the 
daily practice sessions. The spectator 
whe follows the action of a team on 
successive Saturdays sees or knows 
comparatively little about the mid- 
week grind which makes up the bulk 
of the season for the players and 
coaches. ‘Training a modern team is 
a matter of supreme importance. It 
is a highly specialized job, calling for 
every. bit of intelligence and executive 
ability possessed by men who have 
devoted a lifetime te it. : 

Physical condition comes first. It © 
is a stark impossibility to develop a ~ 


winning team today unless every can- | 


didate is in tiptop shape. An injury © 
to a player net only hurts that player; — 
it retards the development of the ~ 
team. 

We are proud of our record ef im- © 
jted injuries and we do everythmg © 
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possible to improve upon it. A month 

before the season opens we send each 

player a letter asking him to stop 
smoking, to be in bed at 10:30, to 
refrain from eating bétween meals, to 
}xo through setting-up exercises morn- 
ing and evening and to run every day. 
The first scrimmage of the season 

is not held until almost two weeks 
after the training season opens. We 

-hold only two scrimmages before the 

‘first game. A few plays are used and 

coaches are concerned with watching 

the men, weeding out faltering play- 
ers and correcting mistakes. And this 
is continued until the final varsity ts 

Selected. | 

It is my plan to scrimmage one day 

: (a week until mid-season. Then we 
= have a week with two days of scrim-

that an individual player could be “‘in 
there just a few minutes more.” Those 
few minutes often proved costly, for 
tired men are suscepttble to injury to 

a far greater degree than the fresh 

player. 

As one who has watched players 

“taking it’? on the gridiron for years, 

[ do not think that whatever a tired 

* player can contribute to the success 
“of the team is relatively worth the 
fg Physical danger involved. When a 

player is battered and tired it is time 

to send in a substitute. 
Keene Fitzpatrick is one of the 
best known trainers in the couniry. 
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He followed Mike Murphy to Yale as 
trainer and conditioner of Blue teams, 
then went to Michigan for twelve 
years before coming to Princeton. He 
has been on the job for thirty-eight 
years. 

When the season starts Fitzpatrick 
determines how much work each man 
can stand. Some are unable to go the 
pace of others. Size and weight have 
little to do with stamina. Often a 
husky linesman with the muscular 
evidence of ability to stand any kind 
of work will be forced tothe side- 
lines in an exhausted state, while some 
little fellow keeps going day in and 
day out. 

As soon as a player shows signs of 
fatigue and overwork Keene yanks 
him out. A player is much better un- 
dertrained than overtrained, although 
the former is bad enough. When a 
man is overtrained he won’t eat with 
relish and he won’t sleep well. He is 
sluggish mentally and physically and 


' generally in poor spirits. So we make 


that man take a rest before he goes 
Stale. A wornout football player loses 
his sense of rhythm, and rhythm is the 
keynote of modern play. After many 
years of experience Fitzpatrick and 
[ can tell by the manner of a man’s 
play, by his walk and general attitude, 
when he needs a few days of rest. As 
soon as such a player is detected 
Keene immediately seeks out the trou- 
ble, much lke a doctor diagnosing a 
case. 

In the early days a coach needed 
weight. A fast, ight man had to have 
extraordinary ability to get any con- 
sideration, even if he survived the 
fierce clashes of early scrimmage. To- 
day men are dropped from the squad 
not because they lack ability, but be- 
cause they are not in the proper physi- 
cal condition to stand the wear and 
tear of the season. 


This modern method of football 


training has lessened the number of . 


unnecessary injuries until the game is 
comparatively as safe as any strenu- 
ous Competitive sport. Fer instance, 
in the season of 1905, eighteen play- 
ers ‘were killed, eleven of them high 
school players and three of them col- 
legians; one hundred and forty-nine 
were injured seriously; eighty-eight in 


* 


high schools and forty-seven in the 
colleges. 

We do much better than that te- 
day, with a quarter of a million boys 
playing the game in ‘schools, colleges 
and on the lots. The motto of today 
is: “Don’t get hurt!” and coaches 
mean it with all their hearts—and in- 
tellects. 

One of the worst faults a coach of 
today can be guilty of is working his 
men to death. The highly successful 
Brown eleven of 1926 rarely scrim- 
maged during the middle or toward 
the end of the season. Brown had 
about twelve ‘“‘Iron Men,’’ and the 
coaches could not afford to endanger 
their limited man-power with two 
many clashes. The manner in which 
Brown’s top-heavy material was util- 
ized is a tribute to the ingenuity and 
intelligence of the modern coach. 


It may be of interest to the reader 
to know ‘just how a coach. puts in his 
week in the strenuous drills behind 
closed gates on the practice field. 
Monday is, at Princeton, the easiest 
day of the week. We review the 
game played on Saturday and point 
out mistakes. Then the players go 
through limbering up exercise—pass- 
ing, kicking and running with the ball. 

Tuesday. is devoted to hard indi- 
vidual work and signal practice. Wed- 
nesday is scrimmage day. -We have 
warming up exercises first and then 
the men scrimmage for half an heur. 
Thursday is reserved for polishing up 
plays and correcting mistakes noted 
m scrimmage. Friday is another easy 
day—yjust a light work-out for about 
an heur. 


One of the most important factors 


im the development and training of a 
varsity team is teaching the boys how 
to run, Feotball today is first and 
last a test of speed. The fastest team 
generally comes off the field with less 
injuries. A coach of a rival team, 
when asked about the ruggedness of 
the Princeton eleven, -said: “Those 
boys are not rougher or bigger. They 
are just fasier than my men. And 
only one thing happens when a fast 
moving object hits a stationary one. 
It knocks the life out of the man 
Standing still.” 


In the early season last year we 


ee tt 


noted that several potential varsity 
men were slow on their feet. Fitz- 
patrick took charge of them, and after 
several weeks’ work in the spring you 
wouldn’t have known they were the 
Same players. 

Even the matter of attire shews the 
development of speed as the main fac- 
tor of the modern game. The old 
custom of football players burdened 
down under a mass of padding and 
protectors and shin guards is obsolete 
—you couldn’t get a modern player 
to wear them.~ You see the players 
en the West Coast playing without 
stockings, in contrast to the shin 
guards of the old days. Padding 
slows up the player. 

The new idea is to ‘harden the 
players to such an extent that pad- 
ding is superfluous. Princeton teams 
go into the big games with- little or no 
padding, except on the shoulders. At 
that stage of development, they are 
injured only when hit hard in motion. 
Slight bruises that padding would pre- 
vent are not serious enough to justify 
its use. 

The Princeton varsity puts in sixty- 
four hours of actual practice during 
the season; two hours a day for four 
days a week over a period. of approxi- 
mately eight weeks. This year, with 
the Navy game following right after 
the Yale contest of a few days ago, 
tt was a little longer. The coaches 
must make every minute count. Yet 
the player gets in very little concen- 
trated action, as compared to the old 
days of push-and-pull football. We 
bring out team along slowly toward a 
final point of perfection. 

Football is going upward ard on- 
ward as a college game, for it is in 
tune with thé spirit of young America. 
Thousands of youths are flocking to 
the gridiren. Perhaps it is not 4r- 
relevant for me to suggest that every 
opportunity for training enlighten- 
ment be accorded these lads; that they 
Should be educated so.that every rea- 
sonable -precaution in the way of 
physical examinations and _ training 
methods should be adhered to and 
maintained for their personal weil 
being. So many injuries, of a minor 
and serious nature could be averted 
by a little information and supervision 
in this direction.

What Was Justice In This Case: 


Sunday School Leader Strode From Pulpit to Shoot 


Ateric. J; TYRRELL, .-33; 

well known attorney and Sun- 

day school superintendent, 

strode from ‘his pulpit in the 
First Christian church of Munhall, a 
suburb of Pittsburgh, Pa., on May 13 
last, just as Sunday school services 
were about to begin, and fired three 
bullets into the body of Philip ~F. 
Clark, 366, killing him instantly. As 
Clark’s body pitched to the floor, 
Tyrrell said: 

“This man came here to cause me 
trouble and I stopped him. Go on 
with the services.”’ 

Then he walked out of the church 
to: his home, where he was arrested 
soon afterward and lodged in the AI- 
legheny county jail. He made no at- 
tempt to interfere with the -arresting 
officers. He gave the appearance of 
one who had done a good deed. With- 
in half an hour of the killing he was 
reading the Sunday newspaper in the 
jail. 

Why had he killed Clark? What 
had Clark done that this mild appear- 
ing teacher of the doctrines-of Christ 
could shoot him down like a dog and 
be glad he had done it? 

Most of the story was already 
known in Munhall. That Sunday 
morning Tyrrell and Clark had been 
scheduled to appear before the offi- 
cial board of the church at the close 
of the services. Clark was to prefer 
charges ayainst the attorney, accusing 
him of alienating the love of Clark’s 
wife and breaking up his home. 

Tyvrrell,, married and the father of 
six children, at the time was attorney 
for Mrs. Hazel Clark in her divorce 
Suit. 

He ksd been superintendent of the 
Sunday school for eleven years. On 
this day “ark was to ask that he re- 
sign. 

The divorce papers had been filed 
4 year before. Since that time Mrs. 
Clark had been working in Tyrrell’s 
Office. The night before the shoot- 
ing Clark+had told County Detective 
Michael McDermott that he didn’t 
care what his wife did, but that he did 
not thnk Tyrrell was a fit man to be 
superintendent of a Sunday school. 
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“I’m going to show that — up,” 
Clark had said. 

David L. Crawford, a member of 
the church board, told the police that 
three months before the shooting 
Clark appeared before the board, told 
the members that Tyrrell was a 
‘“home-wrécker” and asked his re- 
moval as superintendent. The board 
refused to take any action.

Crawford said he was standing in 
the aisle at the moment of the trag- 
edy. He was waiting for the opening 
exercises when he noticed that Tyrrell 
had left his pulpit and was hprrying 
toward Clark, who was in the rear of 
the church. Tyrrell, he said, did not 
appear angry. Crawford had no inti- 
mation of trouble until the superin- 
tendent pulled the gun out and fired. 

The church at the time had been 
filled with men, women and chjldren. 
Among them had been Mrs. Clark and 
her 9-year-old son. She was a mem- 
ber of the church choir. After the 


According to McDermott, the vic- 
tim had not been carrying a weapon, 
had never been known to carry 
weapon, and had never threatened 
hodily harm to his wife’s attorney. 

Clark was buried May 16 from the 
home of his parents, Mr. and Mrs._P. 
J. Clark, of Homestead, Pa. The fu- 
neral services were conducted in the 
church where he had fallen, the Rev. 
Mr. Waters presiding. : 

Tyrrell was held for murder two 
days later by the coroner’s jury after 
only seven witnesses had been heard.

At the University of Denver he bagged 
another brace of degrees; he is a wing shot 
when it comes to education.

—Carl Sandburg, Ben Hecht, Harry Hansen, Mary 
Synon. He was a reporter from 7 a. m. to 5 p. m., 
thereafter a student of law. His ability to speak like 
a veteran criminal prosecutor was spotted at once, 
and he was taken on as an instructor in forensic 
oratory. He tau&ht a few thousand older men than 
himself how to say what was on their minds, “and 
learned a lot more than I gave,” he says.

Shortly 
afterward, said the witness, he left the 
basement and went to the street, 
where he saw people fleeing frem the 
church and shouting for the police. 

Several eye-witnesses repeated the 
story of the shooting. All appeared 
te agree that Tyrrell had approached 
Clark with the gun in his hand and 
fired without warning. One witness, 
Wilbur Baker, said the slayer remark- 
ed, ‘‘This man came to cause me treu- 
ble and I stopped him. Go on with 
the services.” 

The defense produced witnesses 
who swere that Clark had made 
threats against Tyrrell’s hfe. Jehn 
G. Smith, of West Homestead, who 
described himself as a clese friend of 

dead man, told of two of these 
alleged threats; while the  victim’s 
widow told of another. 

“We were coming home — frem 
church one Sunday,’’ Smith testified, 
“and Clark said to me, ‘I’m going 
to kill that and I’ll do it in 
church if I can’t do it anywhere else! 
Another time we had just left the 
church, where Clark had stood talk- 
ing to Tyrrell. He told me he intend- 
ed to kill Tyrrell there -but the 
preacher interfered.” 

Mrs. Clark, quite composed and at 
times smiling down from the witness 
stand to the wife of the accused man, 
related details of her troubles with 
Clark which culminated in his death. 

She said that she met her husband 
while she was returning from church 
the Sunday before the tragedy. He 
stopped her, she declared, and said, 
“very harsh things about both. Mr. 
Tyrrell and me.” 

The defense tried to prove that 
Tyrrell killed Clark because he was 
in “‘grave fear of his life,” as Attor- 
ney Hoffman phrased it.

she overheard Clark say on the street 
one day in Munhall:

AR PEATRICE LILLIE and Noel 
“aa Coward have now made their 
Pq bow in Mr. Coward’s London 
— revue, “This Year of Grace.”’ 
To say that it is the best revue I have 
ever seen is just a mild statement in 
comparison to the enjoyment it gave 
me. Ever since the Charlot Revues 
—and “This Year of Grace” is even 
better than they—Miss Lillie has been 
without vehicles worthy of her tal- 
ents.

2. The erroneous argument is made 
that the denial of the complete Mosaic 
authorship of the Pentateuch is based 
on the theory of the absence of the 
art of writing in the time of Moses. 


Driver one of the foremest Biblical 
scholars writes in his “Introduction to 
the Literature of the Old Testament,” 
“It may not be superfluous to remark 
that the assertion, now not unfre- 
quently made, that the primary basis 
of Pentateuchal - criticism is the as- 
sumption that Moses was unacquaint- 
ed with the art of writing, and that 
this has been completely overthrown 
by the Tel-el-Amarna tablets, rests 
upon an entire misapprehension of the 
facts. 

As the absence of all mention of 
the supposed basis in the preceding 
pages will have shown, it is not the 
premise upon which the criticism of 
the Pentateuch depends; the antiquity 
of writing was known long before the 
Tel-el-Amarna tablets were discov- 
ered; and those tablets, though deep- 
ly interesting on account of their his- 
torical contents, have no bearing on 
the question either of the composite 
Structure of the Pentateuch or of the 
date of the documents of which it is 
composed. 

3. The traditional theory. resists 
the findings of Biblical criticism and 
blindly holds to a Biblical inerrancy. 

At an association of fundamental- 
ists, there was drawn up a doctrinal 
Statement consisting of nine articles. 
The first of these articles is as fol- 


lows: ‘We believe in the Scriptures 
of the Old and New Testaments as 
verbally inspired of God, and inergant 
in the original writings, and that they 


are of supreme as final authority in 
faith and life.” 

The objectionable and vulnerable 
part of the article is the theory of in- 
Spiration and inerrancy. We do not 
have access to “the original writing,” 
and in the place of wild imaginings, 
Biblical criticism makes a true and 
reasonable explanation of the indis- 
putable Biblical variations and dis- 
crepancies. 

| can hardly -conceive of a more 
dangerous method of procedure with 
the rising generations of intelligent 
young people than to make the im- 
pression that the admission of error 
in Bible and history or science, or 
of imperfection in Old Testament 
morality, amounts to the elimination 
of the Supernatural. 

This is to imperil the faith. 

Are we not to tell the truth about 
the Book which teaches us to be 
truthful? 

We are to have due consideration 
and sympathy for those who have 
hard and fast notions of verbal in- 
spiration and_ Biblical inerrancy, but 
our sole consideration is not to be for 
the older generation. 

We owe considerafion to the com- 
ing generatien, for it is the coming 
generation which we must save from 
the shipwreck of faith. In the great 
demecracy of life, our children have 


their rights as well as our fathers, 
those who are going to live as well as 
those who have lived. That which 
should concern us is not merely the 
faith of our father, but the faith of 
our children. We must teach our 
children that the indispensable spirit- 
ual value of the Bible is not depend- 
ent on imagirary and unreaf qualities. 

A great preacher who had to un- 
dergo criticism for speaking the truth 
as he saw it is reported to have said: 
“The Bible is the Book whose paur- 
pose is to guide men into the truth; 
and we are saying under our breath 
that it is not safe to let men know 
the truth about the Bible. If there 
is one book in the world concerning 
whose origin and character, there 
must be no concealment, no deceit, no 
prevarication, that book is the Bible. 
Evasion and cowardice in dealing with 
this Book are an insult to the Book, 
and to the spirit of truth who speaks 
through it. 

Nothing but loss and injury can 
come to the church through a refusal 
to face the facts. 

The members of the fundamentalist 
association are doubtless sincere m 
their efforts to combat infidelity, but 
they strengthen infidelity and place 
the handle of the sword in the hands 
of the epponents of the faith. Funda- 
mentalists can make no appeal to the 
present generation of intelligent young 
Students. They are sufficient in num- 
ber to create confusion by prejudiced 
appeals, but their notions are increas- 
ingly discredited.

I interpreted this as a solution of a 
teaspoonful of copperas in a: pint of 
tea. Perhaps less than a spoonful 
would be better for those whose hair 
is or was not so dark naturally. 

Copperas is not copper, but a com- 
mon name for iron sulphate. The 
pure stuff is sometimes called “green 
vitriol.’’~ This ferrous (iron) sulphate 
is used a good deal in dyeing black. 
With the tannin in the tea it makes a 
kind of ink. The use of this home- 
made hair dye is at least harmless.

The albino none; the negro all 
the cutis will bear.’ In the ins the 
slightest pigmentation makes ‘‘gray” 
eyes; slightly more makes ‘“‘blue” eyes 
and so on through hazel, brown, vio- 
let and so-called “black” eves. 
‘“Black’’ eves, 
“black” skin, are merely the most 
heavily pigmented, and they are real- 
ly dark brown, never actually black. 
Put the blackest humary hair under a 
low power microscope and you will 
at once see that it is actually brown. 

As I have said often enough, know- 
ing what I know of the unreliability of 
the cosmetic nostrum trade and the 
infinite trickery and deceit of the hair 
tonic and “restorer’’ business in par- 
ticular, still | would not hesitate to 
use any of the score or more of lead 
and sulphur concoctions to touch up 
my graying hair, if | thought this 
would help me hold my job or keep 
my grip on things otherwise. | mean, 
the danger of lead poisoning from 
the occasional application to the hair 
of such a black dye is, in my judg- 
ment, practically very remote. It is 
one thing to say that lead acetate 
(sugar of lead)—which is present in 
nearly all of these fake ‘natural color 
restorers’’—is a poison, which is true; 
but it is another thing to find an au- 
thentic record of a case of lead poison- 
ing from such source. Still, if a little 
ree and tea will serve the pur- 
pose, I’d much rather touch up my 
hair with iron and tea than monkey 
with lead and sulphur. 


Furthermore, somehow | feel sure 
the iron and tea will give-a more nat- 
ural effect, that is, the tint will more 
closely resemble the brownish shade 
of hair, than will sulphur and lead 
dyeing. Sulphur and lead gives an‘ 
unpleasantly suspicious blackness that > 
advertises to the world the artifice one 
employs, 

Of course, there is no disgrace 
about that. These days. when évery 
woman and even the little girls resort 


to artifice to make themselves ap-- 


pear as attractive as. possible, who 
can consistently smile at the dyeing 
of hair? There is just one test the 
world has. any right to demand, from 
this viewpoint: If the artifice is ar- 


tistic,: that is, not- an obvious fake, 


no ohe can. object to it. From the 
health viewpoint, of course, the ar- 
tifice must be safe, too. 1 believe 
copperas and tea is safe, and I hope 
presently to learn from those who try 
it: that: it js satisfactory from the ar- 
tistic viewpoint, too. — .

toilet. To get this eminently desir- 
able result the color, brilliancy and 
setting of jewels are so blended as to 
attain it. I have created my costume 
jewelry with all of these subtle con- 
siderations in mind. The special jew- 
elry for sports clothes, which is be- 
coming more and more the vogue 
among smart women, is of such de- 
sign and composition that it is most 
effective with the modified make-up 
which well bred women use for the 
occasions of sports.
